PPS rrinces LOUISA of Tuscany, ex-Crown 
Princess of Saxony, has written the story 
of her life, which she calls “My Own 
Btory.” It will be published early in September. 
Already paragraphs have leaked out from the 
book, but no reviewer has seen a copy of it but 
your reviewer. The book is written in the En- 
glish language and edited by an English friend 
of the author. It has been translated into Ger- 
man, French and Italian, and each of these edi- 
tions has been edited by the Princess Louisa her- 
self. The copy which lies before me in proof- 
Sheets is written in most fluent English, abso- 
lutely up-to-date, and almost American in its 
colloquialism. 

The. book will be published in this country by 
the Messrs. Putnam, who made arrangements 
with the English publisher of the book. The lat- 
Hy ter, it is said, was offered a large sum of money 

for its suppression. It certainly is outspoken.

Say that she has not said, and in good, round 
terms. 

Iiveryone knows that the Princess Louisa of 
Tuscany was, at the age of 21, married to Fred- 

‘ erick Augusta, Crown Prince of Saxony. This 

> was 1891, They lived together for 10 years 
and five children were born to them, three boys 
and two girls. The Crown Princess was young, 
full of animal spirits, unconventional and affec- 
tionate, 

Court life was irksome to her and she chafed 
under it. All might have gone well if it had 
not been fer her father-in-law, the late King 
George of Saxony, and her sister-in-law, the 
Princess Mathilde, who was never her friend, 
and she might now be Queen of Saxony. The 
Crown Princess says in her introduction that 
she has written this book that her children may 
read and know the true story of their mother's 

‘Wife, and that for her flight from Saxony and the 
royal palace she had good cause. She does not 
explain the episode of M. Giron, the French tutor

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TAFT’S GIANT TASK. 

Before he returns to Washington President 
Taft will make a long speech-making tour 
through the country. It will be a tour of de 
fense and explanation. He will endeavor to 
justify his vetoes of the woo] bill, the cotton 
bill and the free list bill. We know the defense. 
Of all of them he will say that there was lack 
of information and accurate data and that the 
Tariff Board had not reported. He will say that 


wool duties would have on the wool growing 
and woolen-manufacturing industries; that the 
free list bill was ill-advised and that the cotton 
measure was hasty and given no proper con- 
sideration. 

And yet no man in the country was committed 
more unqualifiedly to the reduction of wool and 
woolen duties than Mr. Taft himself. In his 
famous Winona speech he said: 

With respect to the wool schedule, I agree 
that it is too high and that ft ought to bave 
been reduced, and that it probably represents 
considerably more than the difference be- 
tween the cost of production abroad and the 
cost of production here. * * * When it 
came to the question of reducing the duty at 
this hearing in this tariff bill on wool, Mr. 
Payne in the House and Mr. Aldrich in the 
Senate, although both favored reduction in the 
schedule, found that in the Republican party 
the interests of the wool growers of the Far 
West and the interests of the woolen manu- 
facturers in the East and other states, re- 
flected through their representatives in Con- 
gress, were sufficiently strong to defeat any 
attempt to change the woolen tariff, and that 
had it been attempted it would have beaten 
the bill reported from either committee. I 
am sorry that this is so and I could wish that 
it were otherwise. It is the one important de- 
fect in the present Payne tariff bil. * * * 
But, as I have already said, I am quite ready 
to admit that allowing the woolen schedule 
to remain where it is is not a compliance with 
the terms of the [Chicago] platform as I 
interpret it and as it is generally under- 
stood. 

Everywhere Mr. Taft presents his arguments 
of defense he is bound to be met by his previous 
arguments of offense. _They rise up inevitably 
and naturally. His attitude now is inconsistent 
with his attitude when he defended the Payne-

One of the most remarkable things in the prog- 
ress of the country is about to be recorded in 
the annual movement of a billion trip passen- 
gers on steam railroads, each averaging a jour- 
ney of 35 miles,’or probably of a mile or.so more. 
This record is likely to be made before the close 
of next year. It is for steam railroads alone. It 
has two notable features. One is that since the 
records were first kept in 1888, there has been no 
decrease in the total number of trips during any 
year, while the gross total more than doubled 
between 1888 and 1908. Even more notable than 
this increase itself, are the results of electric 
traction, now being shown for the first time in 
comprehensive reports. In the North Atlantic 
states electricity has raised the average journey 
by steam about five miles, as electric roads have 
undertaken the short distance suburban business 
around the cities. At the same time, for all roads, 
the number of passergers carried roves steadily 
upwards. 

For the country at large in twenty years, the 
average trip has gained ten miles on steam rail- 
roads, while the number of trip passengers has 
almost doubled. Since these are facts as nearly 
as facts can be ascertained, all vexed questions 
in connection with them may be waived for the 
sake of the paramount demonstra‘ion they make. 
It is that as this country continually demands in- 
creased facilities, it uses them when they do in- 
crease at a rate unexpectedly beyond even the 
most exaggerated ideas of the need for them. 
This shows now especially in the Western and 
Southern States, but it shows as a rule in the 
movement of the vhole country. Ths present 
demand for “increased facilities” is emphatic. 
It is made when the record shows an increase in 
this generation beyond all precedents in any 
other. The same record shows us increasing 
beyond all precedents. As the opportunity for 
movement is created or enlarged, its use enlarges 
until it creates new demand. That is demonstra- 
tion from the record for those who may feel the 
need of increasing confidence in the country’s 
power to gO on moving.

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INADEQUATE MILE IN SPECTION. ‘ 
State Food Commissioner Cutler’s condemna- 
tion of much of the milk sold in 8t. Louis will 
be without result unless the St. Louis Health 
Department and the courts co-operate towards 
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ers against the milk ordinance. 

With 3000 stores and about 500 wagons dis- 
pensing milk, ang with 175 local dairies and 
many thousands of gallons coming into the city 
from outside dairies, the City Chemist employs 


.| but two milk inspectors. These inspectors have 


done—excellent work, causing the conviction of 
scores of ‘dealers. But it is quite evident that 
two napectrs in a city the size of St. Louis, 
are not enouxh for the work. And the work of 
the inspectors has not always been upheld by the 
courts, which are disposed to be too lenient. Of 
50 cases in which dealers were convicted of adul- 
terating or watering milk in October, 1910, 20 
were dismissed on payment of costs, some fines 
were “stayed on good behavior,” and other cases 
were “continued generally.” The court seems to 
have failed to realize that these men were not 
merely perpetrating a fraud, but were committing 
a crime, in selling a fluid on the purity and 
strength of which the lives of babies and invalids 
depend. 

As long as milk and dairy inspection is. inade- 
quate and violators of the milk ordinance can 
escape with a penalty so light that it can be 
made up in a week’s fraudulent trade, St. Louis 
milk consumers will have no redress. The Health 
Commissioner is empowered by law to hire as 
many inspectors as may be necessary to inspect 
all dairies and milk sold. If necessary, he is also 
empowered to call upon the policé to enforce in- 
spection. With a sufficient staff of inspectors, it 
would be possible to bring about ideal conditions, 
as has been dofe in Geneva, N. Y., where the 
health board, practically witnout coercion, 
through courteous explanation,” has educated the 
dairymen and dealers into compliance with the 
law. The weapon of publicity was held over 
them in. case they failed to comply in a given 
time. 

If the Health Department believes that preven- 
tion is better than cure, it will take up the mat- 
ter of milk inspection vigorously and make it 
comprenensive and thorough. Close the dairies 
which cannot be made sanitary and the stores 
ar? dairies which persistently refuse to obey the 
law.

FINANCING MOOR RENTALS. 

Since American Croesuses have taken 10 
grouse-shooting their bids for “shoots” have sent 
renewals skyward. After noting that moors 
for a single season’s shooting have been let ‘or 
from $20,000 to $30,000, and that $5000 is consid- 
ered a reasonable price for a 20,000-acre shoot, 
a@ society paper remarks: 

“We do not wish anybody to draw the infer- 
ence that the cost df grouse-shooting is utterly 
prohibitive to.a man of moderate means, since, 
actually, moors are available at the wate of 2 
shillings (50 cents) an acre, or in Ireland, where 
millions of acres are advertised, at as little as 
8% pence (7 cents) an acre. 

“But what is the man of moderate means to 
do at a time when grouse moors “are assessed at 
probably their highest value? Unless he is going 
to be somebody's guest he had better look out 
very early in the season to strike the best bar- 
gain he can with a sporting agency which adver- 
tises the properties put into its hands by estate 
agents, This recognized medium allows of the 
most exact business-like arrangements and the 
most definite guarantees on the booking-before- 
hand principle. AS many moors are depleted 
by short tenancies and as shoots become actu- 
ally what one makes them, it certainly pays to 
take one for a term of years, while stipulating 
for the option of renewal.

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CHIEF GERONIMO’S 
DAUGHTER DIES 


Tribal Indian Rites Are Omitted 
at Christian Burial of Mrs. 


Ewa Golene. 


LAWTON, Ok., Aug. 26.—Mrs. Ewa 
Golene, the only daughter of the 
late Geronimo, chief of the Fort Sill 
Apache Indians, died recently of 
tuberculosis at her home near this 
place. She was buried beside her 
‘fether in the Indian cemetery, three 
miles north of Fort Sill. All Indian 
ceremonies at the grave were omitted 
at the request of her husband, and 
the services were conducted by a 
Christian minister. 

Mrs. Golene was 21 years old. Her 
features as a girl are familiar to 
many persons in the United States, 
her portrait having been painted 15 
years ago by FE. A. Burbank, the 
Chicago painter, and designated by 
the name “Ewa.”' The portrait was 
reproduced many times by color print- 
ing. Only one child of Geronimo, a 
eon, survives.

La Discussion, one of the 
newspapers of Havana, has accused 
three residents of Havana with bcing 
in a plot to secure A nerican interven- 
tion. Names are not mentioned, but 
there can be no doubt that two of the 
men referred to are Senor A. San Mi- 
guel, proprietor of La Lucha, a _ pa- 
per published in both English and 
Spanish, and Frank Steinhart, former 
Consul-Generai of the United States in 
Cuba, and at present general manage” 
of the Havana Electric Railway. 

Both of these men have made state- 
ments aenying such a desire, and giving 
logical reasons why their personal in- 
terests would not be served by another 
intervention. 

No Appeal to Arms. 

The Conservative party, to which Don 

Thomas Estrada Palma pledged allegi- 
ance at the end of his first term, and on 
whose platform he was elected again in 
1908, is very bitter against intervention. 
It was by the intervention route that 
the Couservative party Was ousted three 
years ago, and the Liberal parity given 
charge. The Conservatives never ad- 
mitted that the Wnited States acted 
with justice in this matter,) but there 
can be no argument as to the peculiar 
methods ‘ised. by this party in obtain- 
ing the election of Patina in 1902 and his 
re-election six years later. 
To the Conservatives is not 
recourse to arms employed so effect- 
ively by the Liberals five years ago, 
for the Cubans were told very plainly 
that another and third intervention by 
the American Government would mean 
permanent and absolute control, 
something so near like it that politics 
would lose interést for them.) Until this 
happens, that is. so long as the Amer- 
icans are kept at the proper distance 
there remains a chance for the 
servatives, which chance would disap- 
pear with the return of the American 
troops. 

They are not overlooking this chance, 

and, if the tactics so far adopted are 
not new or unique, doubtless some new 
tricks will be turned before they are 
through, for the Cubans have few 
equals in the game of politics. The 
best quills in the Conservative party 
have been sharpened and quantities >f 
printers’ ink have already been used; 
they claim to stand on the honest ad- 
ministration of Estrada Palma, who left 
the Treastiry full of money, and their 
energy has lately been devoted to an 
attempt to demonstrate that the Lib- 
eral party in general and the adher- 
ents of Jose Miguel Gomez, in partic- 
ular, are utterly unfit to hold pubiic 
office. 
Some of the more active workers in 
the effort to discredit the present ad- 
ministration have started newspapers, 
dedicated almost wholly to this pur- 
pose. These papers are published in 
Havana and find ready sale both in the 
capital and throughout the island. Their 
accusations Of fraud, graft and incon- 
petence are direct and specific and have 
been applied to many of the officia!'s 
of the Administration party, including 
the President, his secretary, the Chief 
of the armed forces of the republic 
and others. The charges make inter- 
esting reading and are often libelous 'f 
not true.

Heading the list for persecution its 
Gen. Miguel Gomez, the President, who 
is accused of having acquired, accuni- 
ulated, or otherwise provided himself 
with a fortune variously. estimated at 
from a few hundred thousands to ten 
million, wheteas his accusers say that 
he entered office poor in January 1909.

Libel Suits Brought. 

Many other prominent officials have 
keen similarly denounced in the most 
virulent terms -and because the _ at- 
tacks became each day more bitter 
and more specific, the Secretary of 
Justice instructed all officials so ac- 
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cused to institute libel 
against their detractors. This was done 
in several tastances, notably in the 
cases of Pasalodos and Monteagudo, 
With the result that Maj. Andre, a Con- 
gressman of the Conservative party and 
cne of the editors of El Dia, was in- 
dicted on several counts for statements 
concerning Monteagudo. 

Cuban congressmen are immune from 
criminal proceedings unless Congress 
gives its permission for such proceed- 
ings. Quite as a matter of course, 
therefore, those newspapers which de- 
sired: to make charges with impunity 
have arranged with some sympathetic 
Congressman to act as nominal editor.

TO BREAK SAM 


Twenty-Three Thousand Dollars 
Paid to Men in Service 
Near Nevada. 


SHAM BATTLE FEATURE 


Referees Will Decide Whether 
Attacking or Defending 
Armies Won the Fight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEVADA, Mo., Aug. 26.—Soldiers at 
Camp Hadley were paid off this after- 
neon approximately $23,000, All privates 
get 50 cents a day, corporals 70 cents, 
sergeants $1, second lieutenant $4.72, 
first Heutenant $5.50, captain®$6.67, ma- 
jor $8%, lieutenant colonel $9.72, and 
the colonel $11.16. After the boys are 
paid camp and town will be a lively 
scene. 

The Sixth Regiment broke camp this 
afternoon and left In a special train 
tonight. The rest ef the brigade breaks 
camp tomorrow afternoon and will 
have left by dark. The First and 
Third Regiments, {n command of Col. 
Spencer and Col. Lechtman, will leave 
in the afternoon on specials. The first 
three days next week will be taken up 
with a State rifle shoot. Twelve men 
from each of the five regiments and 
one team chosen jointly from Troops 
A and B will contest for championship. 

Clark Will Returs. 

Gen. Clark and his staff will break 
camp and return home tomorrow. There 
was brigade maneuvers this morning. 
The great problem was the protection 
of wagon train of 100 wagons loaded 
with stores making a line 2000 yards 
long which was moving to Nevada. The 
train was defended by the Tirst, Sec- 
ond and Third Regiments and Troop 
A, and attacked by the Fourth and 
Sixth Regiments and Troop B. The de- 
fenders were called the ‘“‘Brown’’ army 
and the attackers the ‘“‘Red.”’ 

The ‘‘Browns’’ were commanded by 
Col. Lechtman of the Third Regiment 
and the ‘‘Reds” were commanded by 
Col, Stringfellow of the Fourth. 

The “‘Red’’ army formed a semi-circle 
across. the road by the storehouse on 
the reservation in an attempt to check 
the wagon train. Volley firing contin- 
ued for several hours, but train finally 
pulled through. 

No decision could be made by the 
referees owing to exposed position of 
troops as they fought through the epen 
prairie country. 

Destroyed in Open. 

Troop A of Nevada ‘“‘shot’’ to pieces 
by outpost of its own infantry men. 
In an engagement of a week in which 
the cavalry took part jointly, Capt. 
Orrick, who has been temporary 
Squadron commander for the period 
of camp, has led the men into exposed 
position and allowed them to be ‘‘de- 
stroyed” by heavy fire of infantry.

A board of officers in the ordnance bu- 
reauw was assigned to the task of in- 
creasing the power of torpedoes and asa 
result now the American navy again 
leads the world in this important fea- 
ture of naval warfare. 


Fears for Dreadnaughts. 
At the bureau of ordnance it was stat- 


ed that unless some new defense against 
torpedoes is developed—the most power- 
ful’ super-dreadnaught would be help- 
less against the attack of submarine 
and torpedo boats. Especially does this 
new type of torpedo increase the de- 
structiveness of submarines. 

By the plans now being prepared it 
is not thought it Will be necessary 
for submarines to fire at a longer range 
than 2000 yards. From this distance it 
will be impossible for the officers on a 
battleship to locate a submarine and 
there has not yet been devised any way 
to attack these underwater monsters. At 
a distance of 2000 yards officers of, the 
ordnance bureau ‘declare that a sub- 
marine could drive its 12 monster tor- 
pedoes under the armor belt of a bat- 
tleship and sink her without giving 
the .battleship the least opportunity 
to reply to the attack. 


Efficient Men Needed. 
One of the most difficult problems 


that the Navy now has to solve is to 
develop as efficient personnel of of- 
ficers and men to handle the new 
type of torpedo. Some difficulty has 
been experienced on battleships as 
has been indicated in the reports 
from the preliminary target practice 
in handling the 4500-yards range tor- 
pedoes now in use in the Navy, and 
been increased by the development of 
new types of torpedoes. The new 
fighting machine is a complex and 
delicately constructed mechanism. 

It will require a highly trained 
crew of officers and men to fire these 
powerful weapons, with any degree 
of accuracy. It has been demon- 
strated at the torpedo testing sta- 
tiong that it can be done, but not 
without a thorough knowledge of the 
workings and peculiarities of the 
mechanism. 

All the new torpedoes of this 
powerful type will be built by the 
Navy at the torpedo testing stations. 
(Their construction is a secret that 
will be jealously guarded by the ord- 
nance bureau. 

In fact, only the board of experts 
at the head of which is Admiral 
Twining, Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
mance, have any Knowledge of the 
improvements which will give them 
their great range and power.

Prisoner Displays Emotion. 

For the first time, he displayed emo- 
tion. He crouched tensely over the 
bench and. strained forward to catch 
every syllable. , The muscles in his face 
quivered as he ground his teeth. Then, 
giving way to his feelings, he flung 
both arms about the neck of his at- 
torney. 

Beattie Was Questioned. 

The Binford girl was brought int» 
the testimony by Detective TL IL. 
Sherer, who has heen prominent in 
the case from the beginning. He re- 
vealed fragments of conversations 
which he declared he had had with 
Beattie concerning the girl in the 
case, and asserted that the defandent 
said his wife knew her rival had re- 
turned to Richmond. 

The prosecution showed it’s’ hand in 
Sherer's testimony—its. explanation of 
the underlying motives of the murder. 
These were Beattie’s fear that his fath- 
er might learn of his resumption of 
relations with Miss Bigford and also of 
an alleged physical ailment of Beattie 
at the time of the murder. 

Just before adjournment of the court, 
an application by § Beattie’s 
was granted by the judge that the ac- 
cused man be permitted to go to Rich- 
mond so that the defense might have 
“a conference over Sunday and save 
time,’’ in preparing the cross-examina- 
tion for the re-convening of court. 

Beattie was whisked back to Rich- 
mond, cheerfully waving from his au- 
tomobile to those whom he recognized. 

The Commonwealth ovlaced on the 
stand a half dozen youths who were 
returning from a dance on the night 
of the murder and stopped upon teeing 
a stationary automobile; a man work- 
ing on the hood and a woman standing 
on the running board. -“'né of the boys 
W. B. Snyder. identified the Beattie 
car as the one that he and his compan- 
ions saw that night. 

Car Doors Detached. 

Snyder Was on the stand twice, but 
it was not until the second time, 
which was after the jur:’’s inspection 
of the car, that the prosecution 
asked him whether the doors on the 
car he saw were detached ‘from the 
machine, He rememberéd then that 
they were, also identifying its khaki.

The defense insinuated that the 
prosecutor had called the boy's atten- 
tion to the doors, but the boy said he 
had Known of them before.

Retires As Secretary-Treasurer of 
Publishing Company: and C.

Walter R. Carr, whose family has 
bee identified with the St. Louis Re- 
public since 1812; yesterday retired from 
the position of Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the company which publishes 
the newspaper. For the first time in 
almost a century no member of the 
Carr family is connected with the pa- 
per. Carr several months ago sold his 
Republie stock to David R. Francis, as 
did his sister, Mrs. Eliza whose 
holdings were even larger Mr. 
Carr's. : 

The retirement of Mr. Carr is one of 
several changes following recent trans- 
fers of stock in the Republic. Collins 
Thompson, formerly secretary.to Fran- 
cis, was put in the Republic office sev- 
eral months ago as auditor. 
Charles W. Knapp, for 
president and editor of The 
was succeeded as editor August 15 by 
Horatio W. Seymour of New York. It 
was stated vesterday that Mr. 
will continue as president of the com- 
pany, and ‘will also assume the duties 
of secretary and treasurer. 

Mr. Seymour, whose connection with 
the Republic was a result of changes 
in ownership of much of the stock, 
vesterday declined to discuss the. re- 
tirement of Mr. Carr other changes. 

“Vou will have to see Mr. Carr," he 
said. “I have just learned of his re- 
tirement.”’ 

iMfforts to reach Mr. Carr the Re- 
public office and at his home, 3842 
Washington boulevard, were unsuccess- 
ful. 4 

The arr family’s connection with 
the Republic began in 1812, when 
Nathaniel Paschall, a nov of 12, be- 
came an apprentice to tdward Char- 
less, son of the founder of the paper, 
who had become its proprietor. Char- 
less took Paschall into partnership in 
1828. The Paschall and the Carr 
families intérmarried, and some 
branch of the family, in more recent 
-ears the Carrs, has owned large 
blocks of stock in the Republic since 
that time. 

An examination of the stock. books 
of the company less than a Year agu 
showed shares in Carr's name. At 
that time a large majority of the 
stock was held by David R. Francis, 
the Knapp family and Mr. Carr, the 
Francis interests holding practically 
as much as the Knapps and Mr. Car 
together.

GENEVA, Seitecrined. Aug. 26.—‘'lI 
am not a nonbeliever in God,” said 
Thomas A. Edison to the Post-Dis- 


patch correspondent when it was 
called to Wis attention that some 
things he has said have given the 
impression that he was an agnostic, 
if not an atheist. 

“All scientists,” he continued, “in 
getting nenrer and nearer to the first 
cenuse, feel that about and through- 
out everything there is the play of 
an eternal mind.” 

“Then, to break the serious line of 
talk, Edison, sitting in the corridor 
of the Hotel Beau Rivage, where 1! ¢ 
could see the bright expanses of the 
commented on the 
beauty of Swiss scenery, which to 
him is the great enjoyment of his 
present European tour. 

Edison arrived at the Hotel Bea. 
Rivage from Aix les’ Baines late 
Wednesday night. He had a rainy 
day’s motoring. 

Speed Ia Limited. 

Already he is disappointed in one 
respect with the country of cheeses 
and cheap electric light. After flying 
in his motor car through- France, 
where no limit is set to speed, Edi- 
son had to restrain his motoring «h- 
thusiasm to 18 miles an hour as soon 
as he crossed the Swiss frontier. This 
pace is tortoise-like crawling to the 
man who has passed his life in invent- 
ing rapid transit and other time-sav- 
ing conveniences of this get-there- 
quick era. 

Edison was inclined to agree with 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, who 
suggested that what the Swiss most 
lack is imagination. 

“Science is mostly imagination,” 
said Edison, when he was asked what 
part imagination plays in his work. 
“It is by conceiving what might be 
before one has seen the way to real- 
ize it practically that scientists have 
been buoyed during the period of ex- 
periment. Since the beginning of time 
there has always been a gap in the 
erolution of Amebae; then imagina- 
tion goes in advance to bridge it. 

Discoveries Through Blunders. 

“All inventors have passed over this 
bridge before presenting some mag- 
nificent utility to the world. We wait 
for the missing link, as it were, be- 
tween what we know and what w% 
hope to know. In a sense, the greatest 
discoverers blunder onto what they 
discover.” 

Edison sayS that while he is in 
Geneva he will examine with great 
interest the city’s magnificent water 
works and study the better utiliza- 
tion of the natural forces with which 
Switzerland is so richly endowed.” 


“{.aboratory of Europe.” 
“Switzerland is. the laboratory of 


Europe,” was his dreamy remark as 
he looked across Lake Geneva, fed 
by the turbulent waters of the 
Rhine. “It is left to future genius 
to perform marvels of engineering 
with the forces that exist in embryo. 
But, at best, one lives only one hun- 
dred years.” 

.In that remark Edison, his brain 
teeming with benefits to humanity, ex- 
pressed the sense of time’s contribu- 
tion to suoh inventive genius as his. 
And he may speculate as to where and 
when an imitative inspiration like his 
will arrive to carry on the work which 
he must lay down ere long. 

. Edison is at home with the great 
forces Switzerland represents. But he 
is .a leisurely sightseer. Seldom does 
he leave the hotel before noon. Even

Howe indicated that the company would 
accept amendments suggested by the 
Public Service Commission, if the As- 
sembly should see fit to adopt them in- 
stead of passing the proposed measure 
for the repeal of its franchise to use 
the upper deck. He said the company 
did not object to amendments to safe- 
guard the city or prevent monopoly, 
but that he feared the indeterminate 
franchise, favored by the commission, 
would make it impossible to sell the 
company’s securities. 

Howe Explains Case. 

“The bill was so amended before its 
first passage as to destroy most of 
the value of the _ franchise,” 
Howe. “If further amendments are 
made which make it impossible to 
finance the enterprise, we will simply 
not build the road. 

“But what the company would like 
to know now is when an ordinance 
regulating the use of the lower deck 
of the bridge is going. to be passed, 
If it is not done pretty soon, we shall 
have to ask a franchise of our own 
for that deck, and we don’t want to 
do that. 

“Before our first request for ; 
franchise was made, a resolution was 
passed by the House of. Delegates, 
asking the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to prepare an ordinance gov- 
erning the/use of the bridge by all 
railroads, steam and electric. The 
Board of -Public Improvements did 
nothing about it. Later a resolution 
was passed making the same reques? 
of the Public Service. Commission. 
The Commission has not offered any 


such ordinance up to this time. 
“Because there was no general] or- 


dinance, we had to ask a franchise. 
and we were assailed for trying to 
obtain a monopoly. The only monop- 
oly feature of our franchise is thai 
the city made the requirements 
stiff that other concerns might not bo 
willing tO meet them. 
Wants to Know Terms, 

“Now we want to find out on what 
terms we can cross the lower deek 
of the bridge. We would rather have 
a general ordinance making the same 
rules for all, but if such an ardinance 
isn't porvided, we will have to ask 
for one of our own.” 

Howe said that his company would 
not be affected, as the commission 
hinted, by the State law excluding 
outside street railway companies 
from doing business in Missouri. He

bending over the brakes, the high- 
wayman had fired. He said that Mrs. 
Beattie dropped over to the right on 
his left shoulder, that the man step- 
ped to the rear of the machine, and 
meeting Beattie in the rear the man 
struck a grazing blow. 
Heid Wife in Seat. 

“In the meantime his wife had 
fallene“ie said, to the front of the 
car. Beattie said he held his wife on 
the left seat and took her to Tom 
Owen in that position, driving with 
one hand. I asked Beattie where the 
man then went.” ‘Up the road or in 
the woods,’ he answered uncertainly. 

“IT asked Beattie about his rela- 
tions with Beulah Binford and as to 
whether his wife knew that Beulah 
was back in Richmond, and he said 
merely that she did. He stated that 
he and his wife had not: quarreled 
then and that they never had had a 
cross word. 

“T asked Beattie if his wife knew 
about his relations with Beulah Bin- 
ford before the marriage, and he 
said ‘yes.’ ”’ 


At this point: Scherer testified he 
had asked Beattie about his physical 
condition, and the Court, by agree- 
ment with the prosecuting attorney, 
arranged to take up that question at 
another time. 

At Scene of the Crime. 

Scherer described in detail his work 
the day.after the murder. 

“We had been at the scene of the 
crime but a short time,” he _ said, 
“when someone came up with a sin- 
gle-barreled gun. It was identified 
by Henry C. Beattie Jr. as the gun, 
I am not positive whether he stated 
it was the gun used in killing his 
wifes We-took the gun to different 
parties to see if-it-could be iden- 
tifted. 

“I discussed the case with Beattie 
and asked him to give me as near as 
possible all the facts connected with 
the shooting. We had only spoken 
a few words when reporters inter- 
rupted us. We walked away to the 
blood spot. I asked Beattie to place 
the car in the position it was at the 
time of the shooting. 

“Beattie then placed the car, my 
recollection is, first on the left-hand 
side of the blood spot going toward 





Richmond, about 20 or 30 &nches from 
it, with the front seat about opposite 
the spot. He had already stated to 
me that the bearded man was in front 
of the car and that it was necessary 
for him to stop the car to keep from 
running over him, and had also stazed 
that the man had shot from in front 
of the car.” 
Car Is Examined. 

Scherer said someone in the ¢rowd 
got in the left seat of the car and 
that he placed himself in front of 
the machine where the man was sup- 


“Mr. Beattie,’ I said at that time, 
‘your wife couldn't have been shot 
from this point.’ Then he said the 
man must have been to the left, about 
six feet from the car. 

“We made, at this time, a close ex- 
amination of the car, There was a 
stain on the footboard in the front 
end of the car. This spot was about 
18 inches long. There also was a great 
deal on the right seat of the car. We 
were trying to find how\the stain had 
got on the road. 1 raised the plank 
in the bottom of the car and there 
was no indication of it going below 
the footboards.” 

While Scherer pictured the stained 
machine the prisoner read steadily a 
typewritten transcript of Scherer's 
testimony at the Coroner’s inquest 
and occasionally called attention of 
his counsel to what he thought t9 
be inconsistencies in the wr ta Dah ad 
story. 


Crawls Under Machine. 

“T couldn’t see any signs of blood 
under the car,” added Scherer, “and 
Sergt. Wiltshire crawled underneath 
and. observed the grease pan. "No 
blood had got out there. After look- 
ing over the car I asked Beattie if 
he could give me an explanation of 
how the stain had got on the road. 
He said he could not, but I believe 
now— 

“That’s not proper,” injected coun-

Beattie or someone else suggested 
that it might have got on the road 
when Mrs. Beattie fell: from the car.

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KILLED PARENTS 


ND HIS BROTHER 
LEE CONFESSES 


Gives Details of Crime Which 
He Sought to Hide by Firing 
Home. 


AX WAS HIS’ WEAPON 


Breaks Down After Evidence at 
Inquest Refutes Stories He 
Had Told. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 26,—Wil- 
liam Lee, 22 years old, today 
fessed that he murdered his father, 
Richard Lee, his mother and his 
younger brother, Clarence, and then 
set fire to the family home at Boore- 
night ‘in the 


con- 


ville early Thursday 
hope of concealing the crime. 
In verbal and written statements lo 


Sheriff Davis, Lee stated that iis 
motive was anger because his parents 
would not consent to his marriage 
with Mina Taylor, which he had 
planned for Thursday evening, ind 
would not give him money with which 
to set up housekeeping. 

When the confession was made pub- 
lic, officers started with Lee in an 
automobile for the State reformatory 
at Jeffersonville to prevent possible 
mob violence. 

Lee had previously ‘made a state- 
ment that he had killed his father 
fn self-defense with an ax, after the 
father had murdered his wife and 
younger son, but Sheriff Davis 
pressed the restless prisoner for the 
“true story,” and this afternoon Lee, 
asking for pen and ink, wrote a 
haltingly worded confession and aft- 
erwards pieced together, in answers 
to questions, a full description of the 
horrible butchery in the three-room 
cotage. at Boonville, 

"Refused Consent to Marriage. 

Lee said that he went Wednesday 
night to Newburg and called on -his 
fiancee. They talked of the arrange- 
ments for the wedding. He had had 
$100 in the bank, but had spent it. 
He knew hig parents had $50 in the 
house, He returned home late at 
night and his mother reprimanded 
him, He told her he was determined to 
be married the following day; Fri- 
day, and she answered that he should 
not and that he must stay at home. 

Going to his own room, Lee said, 


he “‘brooded until he was out of his 


mind.” Suddenly he rushed into ths 
room where his father, mother and 
brother slept. 

“I grabbed an ax by the door,” tie 
said, “and struck for my father, but 
hit my mother. My brother rosé up 
and I struck him. Then‘ my fath:«r, 
who had been outside, ran in ani 
started to grab me by the throat. [I 
hit him and he fell. I was scared so 
badly I did not know what I was 4o- 
ing. What scared me was the fact 
that he had threatened my life, and I 
was angry at what my mother had 
said.”’ 

Lee said he lit a match to see what 
he had done and then dropped the 
flaming stick on the beq where nis 
mother’s body lay. 

“The flames flashed up and blindad 
me,” he went on, “and I jumped into 
my room, putting on my trousers, 
and ran to alarm the neighbors, I 
would not have done this thing vor 
anything if I had any sense at all.” 

The fife in the Lee home was put out 
before the bodies, the skulls crushed, 
had been more than scorched and the 
youth stolidly helped carry them out 
to the lawn insisting, that he did not 
know how they came to their death. 

Lee is illiterate and has been an idler 
since boyhood, according to testimony 
at the coroner’s inquest, which closed 
today, at Boonville. 

Father Feared Him. 

His father, a plasterer, appeared to 
fear him and supplied him with money, 
even giving him a fourth share of the 
proceeds of the sale of some property 
recently. 

Evidence produced today refuted Lee's 
statement that he rushed from the 
house immediately after he had started 
the fire. A basin stained with blood 
with which he had washed his hands, 
was found. 

Long, gray hairs, supposedly his 
mother’s, clung to the sides of the ba- 
sin. Hidden behind a door was a bas- 
ket filled with dishes, knives and forks 
and kitchen utensils, which it is belleved 
He had packed with the idea that he 
would escape the consequence of the 
murder and soon have his own home. 
The lives of his father and brother 
were insured for $700 and this would 


have come to him on their death and 


that of his mother.

While the driver was whipping’ up 
his horses passersby picked up the 
bay. Others notified the father, Wil- 
liam Nelson, a coal dealer.

According to his statement made to 
the local police, Hopper and Miss 
Lyons were to have been married 
within two weeks. 

Miss Lyons left Chicago on the 
Puritan this afternoon and it is al- 
leged Hopper disguised himself and 
followed her on the boat. When he 
approached her she upbraided him 
because he had been drinking. While 
she was seated on a box of freigh* 
on the lewer deck, .Hopper brought 
her a cup of coffee. 

It was then that she made the re- 
mark which so enraged him that he 
threw her overboard, 30 miles out on 
the lake.

TRY TO AVERT STRIKE 


Now Believed That Company - 
Will Receive Representatives 
of General Organization. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. %.—Prospects of an 
immediate strike of the shop employes — 
of the Harriman system of railroads 
gave way temporarily today. Renewed 
efforts to bring about an amicable ad- 
justment of the controversy have been 
made. 

Telegrams were addressed by J. W. 
Kline, president of the Blacksmiths’ 
Brotherhood, to representatives of the 
employes on the Pacific coast advising ~ 
patience until after a further. confer- 
ence with Vice-President Julius Krutt- 
schnitt, directof-of maintainance and 
operation of the Union Pacific-Southern 
Pacific system. The conference is to 
be held on Thursday or Friday of next 
week at San Francisco. 

Kline received a telegram from Krutt- 
schnitt during the day in reply to the 
request for a conference, saying he 
would meet the five general presidents 
of the shop crafts organizations at any 


time during the week. Although both - 


Kruttschnitt and President Robert &. 
Lovett have signified that they have no 
intention of recognizing the federation, 
it is hoped that some compromise will 
come after -Kruttschnitt has had an 
opportunity to learn the exact situation 
on his trip west. 
Hope He Will Advise Meeting. 

“The general officers will meet Mr, 
Kruttschnitt,” said Kline, “and we are 
in hopes that he will advise his general 
managers to meet the joint committee, 
If so, it will be a long stride toward 
peace,”’ 

President Lovett’s refusal to grant a 
conference is not interpreted as a turn- 
down, but simply a form of stating that. 
Kruttschnitt has full authority to act. 

President Kline will leave Chicago to- 
morrow at 8:30 for the west, and he 
will be joined at Cheyenne, Wyo., for a 
preliminary conference Monday night 
by Presidents J. A. Franklin, of the 
bollermakers, F. M. Ryan of the car- 
workers; Michael O. Sullivan, of the 
sheet metal workers, and J. D. Bucka- 
lew, vice-president of the mochinists. 
The committee expects to meet Krutt- 
schnitt on Thursday or Friday. 

The points at issue were set forth 
in a statement issued by Kline, as 
follows: 

“In Mr. Kruttschnitt’s statement at 
Omaha he says the men are 
demands which the rallroads cannot 
concede. It won't cost the railroads 
a dollar more to meet the joitit com- 
mittees than if they meet the cOMm- 
ittees Seperately; in fact, ‘t would 
not take any more of the. ime. i¢ 
takes two parties to make an agree- 
ment, and -if we don’t get’ together 
in conference we will never know 
whether the demands are more than 
the company can concede or not. 

“Managers of the rriman lines 
don’t know whether the demands of - 
the shop men are so great that they 
cannot be conceded until we meet 
and talk it over.” 

The situation on ths Illnols Cen- 
tral road, which is betng handled 
separately, as it is not under Krutt- 
schnitt’s jurisdiction, is 
to come to a crisis on Tuesday, Thus 
far it has not been put up to the 
international officers. Following « 
93 per cent strike vote, completed 
in Paducah, Ky., on Friday, the em- 
ployes committee will leave for Chi- 
cago tomorrow night to have a con- 
ference with the advisory board of 
the federation here on Monday, 

After this a conference with the 
Illinois Central management will be 
formally demanded. The railroad of- 
ficials have intimated that they will 
meet the committee, but will not ree-« 
ognize the federation.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Harry N: 
Atwood gave New York a disappoift- 
ment and a surprise today then went 
to Boston. He was to fly from 
Governor's Island to Sheepshead Bay 
and give an exhibition there, but 
found the condition of his motor 
made that impossible. Then he an- 
nounced that he had accepted a 25- 
week vatrdeville engagement at a big 
salary to tell how he flew 1265 miles 
from St. Louis to this city. 

Soon. after breakfast he took a 
train to Boston to take part in the 
Harvard College meet at Squantum 
Fields and “get even” with the En- 
glish aviator Claude Graham-White. 

Atwood lost $5000 by not being able 
to flv at Sheepshead Bay. 

He did not appear particularly dis- 
appointed when it was found that his 
engine was not in a state to allow 
him to carry out the contract. He 
left the impression that some inci- 
dents in his long flight had not been 
eminently satisfactory to him, 
especially the many squabbles about 
money which were begun at Chicagu 

“The only money I get out of the 
St. Louis-New York flight,” he said. 
as he sat at his coffee and rolls at 
the Knickerbocker Hotel, “was the 
 $t. Louts Post-Dispatch'’s $1000 and 
the balance of the $10,000 offered me 
by Victor J. Evans of Washington. 
Out of the $10,000 I had to forfeit 
$4000 for not making the last 12 
Stops en route agreed upon. I was 
tired of the show part of the trp 
forced on me. 

; He Was After Record First. 

“I wanted a record for cross-coun- 
try flying and wanted to-be able to 
stop when I wished and keep on go- 
ing if I chose.

“Some people may think it un- 
sportsmanlike for me now to go be- 
fore the public and talk from the 
veudeville stage and talk of what I 
have done.

TI said 
nothing at the time, but made up 
my mind that if ever I got a ehance 
I'd wet even with Mr, Claude Graham- 
White. 

“Last year Graham-White had 
things all his own way, and was the 
lion of the meet. Well, he may be 
the lion of 1911 but, believe me, he 
will find me flying mile for mile 
with him. If he tries to flash with 
his much talked of Newport to Boston 
light filgfit, and its prizes, he'll hear 
the whirr of my American-made 
biplane at his elbow. 

“Should he try to soar to unreached 
altitudes I'll be there. I'm going to 
ret even, sO just you watch me at 
Boaton.

“At the Squantum meet I will use a 
new Burgess-Wright biplane, which 
will be fitted for the first time in this 
country, with a Gnome motor.

Claude Grahame-White, the En- 
glish air man, made this prophecy 
when he landed here from the Mau-’ 
retania, one of the prosaic and soon- 
to-be obsolete steamships which now 
cross the Atlantic in something iess 
than five days. 

It seems well nigh hopeless of real- 
ization and yet, if 20 years ago anyone 
had saidthat within two decades man 
would be able to see through opaque 
substances, to talk with vessels sailing 
on the high seas, or to fly higher and 
faster than most birds, no one would 
have believed. Roentgen’s X-rays, 
Marconi’s wireless telegraph and the 
Wrights’ invention of a heavier-than- 
air flying machine have brought all 
these things to pass. 

What is more wonderful in Gra- 
hame-White’s conception of a mon- 
Ster.air liner crossing the Atlantic 
than in Jules Verne’s Description of 
the Nautilus, which was scoffed at 
by scientists, many of whom have 
lived ‘to see the Submarines become 
an important factor in every modern 
war.

“Why, if the present rate of progress 
of aviation is kept up there isn’t any 
doubt of it,’”” and Grahame-White. clad 
in cream silk pajamas _ stretched bis 
naked - feet under a satinwood table in 
his rooms at the hotel. The airman 
half closed his eyes, gazed at his toes 
and said: 

“It is a risky thing to make predic- 
tions about ‘the future of flying ma- 
chines. The progress during the last 
12 months has been greater than any- 
thing I dreamed of a year ago. People 
don't realize what has been done. With 
a good machine and a competent pilot, 
flying is perfectly safe. Rarely 1 
week passes but I take my mother ani 
sister with me for a 50-mile spin, and I 
wouldn't do that if I thought there was 
any danger. I have taken up hundreds 
of passengers and never had an acci- 
dent with any of them. 

“The Blertot, which won the Gordon- 
Bennett cup last year, was a machine 
fiving just a little faster than 60 miles 
an hour. Now we have been able to 
increase the speed to 75 miles an hour, 
with only about one-quarter the wing 
surface needed a year ago. We are in- 
creasing the speed of our monoplanes 
and biplanes by tmproved construction 
just as the automobile did. A 20- 
horse power car of today can go faster 
and do more than a 50 or 60 horse power 
car of 10 years ago.

earth, it is quite reasonable to say that 
with more powerful motors and an all- 
steel construction of our planes we shai] 
soon fly 200 miles an hour. I.am confi- 
dent of that.’”’ 

“But, won't that be very dangerous?” 

“Not a bit;.on the contrary, the faster 
you fly the safer you are. Only the 
other day I was flying in a 45-mile wind 
and it hardly even rocked my machine. 
That was because I was flying at 7% 
miles an hour.” 

‘How will it be possible for the airmen 
themselves to stand such terrific speed ?’’ 
“That, I. believe, is merely a matter 
of personal equation. I have never yet 
felt inconv enienced by the speed. I don’t 
even wear goggles. Some men, 1 know, 
are affected, especially when flying 
high, but I have never had any trou- 
ble that way. Of course at 200 miles an 
hour it would. be necessary for the air- 
men to be protected, for that reason 
the passenger-carrying airship of the fu- 
ture will have to be built very much on 
the lines of the submarine vessel.’”’ 


Will Chart Air Currents. 
OT ene Mr. White, is just what 


the Post-Dispatch wants you to 
tell about in detail. What 
makes you believe it will be possible to 
fly across the Atlantic, and what will 
the sky liner of the future be like?’’ 

‘‘Well, in the first place we are getting 
a better knowledge of alr currents every 
day. Right near the surface of the 
earth the direction of the wind is con- 
tinually changing. One day in a given 
place it will be blowing in one direction 
and in another the next. But in the 
higher altitudes that is not so. There 
are’air currents in the sky.just as fixed 
and immovable as the gulf stream itself. 
The air strata above the Atlantic 
Ocean have not been charted yet, but 
they will be soon. 

“It is certain, however, that at some 
altitude, say 5000 feet, there is one 
current always blowing west, and at 
ariother altitude, may 7000, there js 
another current always blowing east. 
When the airship of the future starts 
on its transatlantic journey it will 
rise to the proper altitude and take 
advantage of the trade winds of the

Giant gyroscopes will be 
used to insure stability and automatic 
balancing and given a favorable air 
current and sufficiently powerful en- 
gines, such an airship as I have de- 
scribed would have no difficulty in 
crossing the ‘Atlantic in 15 hours. The 
motive power I imagine will be elec- 
tricity, either charged in the vessel it- 
self for each trip or supplied by wire- 
less from stations on land. 

“Inside the steel hull the passengers 
will be just as comfortable as on one 
of vour ‘limited’ trains. The flight 
to London would take less time than a 
trip to Chicago does now.”’ 

Discussing the immediate future 
of flying machines, Grahame-White 
said that 100 single-seated machines 
could be built now for $1000 a pieec 
and he was certain that within the 
next two or three years the four- 
seated aeroplane would be currently 
sohd for the price of a good automo- 
bile—$2500.

They point to the fact that popular 


confidence in the safety of aeroplane 
travel has been greatly strengthened 
by Atwood’s achievement. They be- 
lieve that the time is not far distant 
when the aeroplane will be regularly 
used in passenger service. 

“What we wish is to make people see 
that the aeroplane; if properly used, 
is not a@ dangerous conveyance,” said 
Brookins to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday. ‘‘The trouble is that until 
now it has been judged solely on the 
basis of what it has done in exhibition 
flights where reckless and imperfectly- 
trained operators have tried to fly be- 
fore they have learned to crawl or 
where men perfectly competent to fly 
have dared fate by trying to do circus 
Stunts to please the crowds. 

“A new day is coming for the aero- 
plate. It will take its place among the 
accepted means of quick conveyance. 
Within a few years, maybe within a 
year, a St. Louls man who has missed 
his train but who must be in Kansas 
City to sign important papers before 
the banks close will jump into an aero- 
plane and .get there faster than any 
express train- would carry him. 

Safeguards to Be Provided. 

“We have definite and we!ll- 
thought-out ideas as to how we will 
safeguard our passengers, I shall per- 
sonally instruct all of our operators 
and give them the benefit of all that 
T have learned about aerial naviga- 
tion. 

“An important part of the prelim- 
inary work will be the selection of 
Suitable landing places and relay 
stations between the cities. We ex- 
pect to control these landing places 
and we will ask for a franchise like 
by other transportation 
companies. While we cannot control 
the air we can have exclusive rights 
to our landing places and stations. 
As the system develops we will have 
semaphore lights along the right of 
way and searchlights at the landing 
places, so that it will be safe anil 
practical to fly at night. By laying 
out a direct route we could easily 
beat the express train time bétween 
here and Chicago or Kansas City if 
we maintained a speed of only 465 
miles an hour. 

“I myself have traveled 116 miles 
an hour in an aeroplane, and I believ» 
the time will come when I will carry 
10 or 12 passengers at the rate of 100 
miles an hour.”

HISTORY OF PROGRESSION. 


HE railway was not new in 183). 
BG The steam engine was not new 
in 1830. The idea and even the 
actual practice of mounting an efm- 
gine-driven chr upon wheels and set- 
ting it upon a tramway was not new 
in 1880. Yet the five years from 1839 
until 1835 saw but little improvement 
over Stevenson’s Rocket or Peter 
Cooper’s Tom Thumb. Long after 
1835 men were still experimenting 
with rigid rails laid upon solid stone 
sleepers, 

Long after that time people rode 
at peril of their lives upon fragile 
cars over beams of wood laid length- 
wise of the track and faced with 
slight straps of iron that rose at 
times and stuck through the floors of 
cars. 


BALLOON WAS THE START. 


HE balloon was old enough and, 
Er within its limits, successfu! 

enough, a century ago. Forty 
years ago flights by balloon had been 
made which would still be counted 
phenomenal. But they were made 
then, as now, at the mercy of the 
wind. Chance guided them and they 
knew no certain goal. 

Because of this, men from the be- 
ginning of ballooning strove to solve 
the problem of the dirigible. It is 
not difficult of. belief that a century 
ago cars and paddles were actually 
taken up in ballons with the idea 
that men’s feeble arms could propel 
a huge gas bag through the air witb 
such puny means. 

The folly of the dirigible was ap- 
parently pretty well worked out 20 
yeasr ago when, in the infancy of the 
automobile, the swift improvement ol 
the gasoline’ motor for driving it re- 
vived the vogue of the propelled bal 
loon and Santos-Dumont and others 
began experimenting with cigar- 
shaped gas bags propelled by light 
petrol motors. 


AIRSHIPS LIKE TOYS. 


HE vast airships tnto which the 
; toy balloons of the Santos-Du- 
mont type have developed are 
familiar in Europe. The Clement- 
Bayard, Parseval, Zeppelin, Gross and 
Clouth types, the war balloons of the 
principal armies, have had a thorougi 
trying out. Their value for military 
purposes is conceded, but they have 
had an unfortunate experience in 
practice. 

One after another the Zeppelins 
were destroyed, usually in a high 
wind while anchored or making an- 
chor. The French Patrle and Repub- 
lique were lost. with the lives of their 
brave men, 

Airships have made trips safely and 
with fair regularity, carrying passen- 
gers, but their record as a whole is 
not promising. Walter Wellman made 
the first attempt to cross the Atlantic 
in a dirigible. He failed; but he pushed 
the record of the dirigible for a single 
flight to 1008 miles, it’s time in air to 
71% hours, where no previous navigator 
had stayed up more than 37 hours or 
travelled more than 850 miles. History 
contains the story of no more gallant 
deed. German experts hold that a 
trans-atiantic service is quite feasible, 


ZEPPELIN IV LOST. 


HE Zeppelin IV was nearly 600 
| feet long. When she was destroyed 

in a gale a popular subscription 
quickly raised moré than a million and 
a half dollars in Germany to replace 
her. 

The cost of such a ship is enormous. 

The problems of mooring and hous- 
ing her are as severe as any that en- 
gineers must meet. The cost of opera- 
tion seems to preclude the use of such 
ships for any but long distance travel 
at a very high rate of payment for 
passenger service or elge for war. And 
war, humanity hopes, is a passing men- 
ace. 

The automobile engine helped also to 
solve the problem of the heavier than 
air flying machine. What years men of 
science had wasted in trying to build 
machines that would fly like birds, 
with flapping wings, that wasted power 
at every reverse. What elaborate ex- 
periments with box kite models were 
those of Prof. Langley and Sir Hiram 
Maxim. 

Poor Lilienthal, who fell to his 
death after making 2000 experiments 
with gliders, was nearer the truth. 
For there were practical men who 
had noticed that a bird has two ways 
of flying, and reasoned that we migat 
take our choice of them.

They 
were practical mechanics, bicycle re- 
pairers, in Dayton, O. Tike Lillenthai 
and Pilcher and Herring and a dozen 
others they began with gliders. They 
skim- 
ming down steep slopes with wings cf 
bamboo and cotton cloth and figuring 
out problems of wind resistance until 
they were ready to put engines in ‘i.e 
glider anq fly. 


WRIGHTS FIRST TO FLY. 


HEY were the first men that ever 
Ty flew. They did it in the very 
énd of 1903, less than  eigat 
years ago. They did not advertise it. 
In October, 1905, they made a flight 
of 24 miles. Still they were the only 
birdmen, those two long, lank, silent, 
Western reserve Yankee brothers. 
Even in 1906 they were the only men 
alive who could fly. 

Then the secret was out. In the 
following year hundreds of men were 
experimenting with aéroplanes. In 
1908 came dozens of notable flights; 
Wilbur Wright’s of 50 miles at Fort 
Mver among others, and Henry Far- 
man’s of nearly 17 miles in France. 
That was one month less than three 
years ago. . 

The feats of 1909 were many. 
First in sensational interest, though 
not in difficulty, was Bleriot’s cross- 
ing of the English Channel, a water 
distance of not much more than 20 
miles. Wilbur Wright made an equai 
distance over water in the same year. 
Curtiss, an American, won the speed 
contest at Rheims. Paulhan, Dela- 
grange, Latham and others flew at 
speeds of 42 miles an hour and bet- 
ter. Farman made a distance of 
144 miles. 


CURTISS’ GREAT FLIGHT. 


AST year the aviation season be- 
g gan early with Glen H. Curtiss’ 
record-making flight for the 
World from Albany to New York 
on May 29, the first recard of actual 
travel in the air of more than mod- 
erate distance from point to point. 
He made 54% miles an hour for the 
entire distance. Le Blane, in that 
year, flew 485 miles without stopping. 
No railway engine travels nearly 80 
far unchecked; no railway engineer 
drives so far in one day. 

Great distance flights, to which At- 
wood’s feat sets the capstone, have been 
the feature of the present year. The 
Paris-Rome and Paris-Madrid flights 
led up to that in which Vedrines and 
Beaumont won fame and fortunes in 
day-after-day traveling up and down 
the length of England and to the Ger- 
man national contest in which Koenig 
won the previous distance record of 
1164 miles. Atwood’s feat was the more 
remarkable. Vedrines and Beaumont 
were the only men out of twenty start- 
ers who finished the English course. 
Atwood started alone and never felt the 
spur of competition. 


ENEMY OF THE SEA. 
HE aeroplane has been made to 
T hover above outlined battleships 
so that bombs might be dropped 
upon their decks. It has dropped from 
flight into water, and from the water 
risen to fresh flight. It has hopped 
from the deck of a warship and cir- 
cled about, to return to the friendly deck 
again. It has carried passengers, as 
many as ten to twelve for short. dis- 
tances. | 

The aeroplane has reached a height 
of nearly two miles above the sea in 
quicker time than any other created 
thing could do it, except some mighty 
bird. In feats like this Hoxsey and 
Moisant and Johnstone lost their dar- 
ing lives. 

But of all the 32 victims whom avia- 
tion had claimed up to the beginning 
of the present vear George Chavez most 
appealed to the imagination of the 
world. He died tn the attempt to cross 
the Alps from Brieg in Switzerland 
to Milan, Italy. He actually did cross 
the Alps without accident. Above the 
ice and snow where Napoleon and Han- 
nibal with such infinite labor had led 
their famished and shivering hosts, 
above the Alps that had stood for cen- 
turies to marauding man es battle 
ments between Northern and Southern 
Europe, he quickly filtted as a bird 
flies, only to lose his life falling from 
a height of but 30 feet tn an apparently 
safe plain at Domo 4d’ Ossola.

EONARDO DA VINCI, painter 
a of the now missing Mona Lisa, 
for which $5,000,000 was refused, 
Was one of the world’s great geniuses. 
Like Julius Caesar, Cardinal Richelieu, 
Lord Bacon and William E. Gladstone, 
he was limited in the scope of his mas- 
terful activities only by the brevity of 
life. Like them, he showed that his 
great achievements in his profession 
could have been equaled in almost any 
other line of endeavor to which he 
might have applied himself.

Other Noted Paintings by Leonardo Da Vinct. 

















Had-he not given the world the im-|{ 
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mortal ‘‘Last Supper’ and other mas- 
terpieces which have been universally 
copied, da Vinci would instead have per- 
fected inventions which would have 
hastened the mechanical and engineer- 
ing development of the world by cen- 
turies. Thomas A.° Edison has said 
that, had Leonardo da Vinci given his 
life to invention, he would have left lit- 
tle for modern inventors to do. 

He was born in 1452, the son of Ser 
Pietro Antonio da Vinci, in a village 
near Florence, which was then at the 
height of the great epoch of the Me- 
dicis’ rule. Ser Pietro was a notary 
of the republic, and was four times 
married, but Leonardo was not the son 
of any of his four wives. The irregu- 
larity of his birth did not prevent his 
father from taking him to his home and 
treating him as his favorite son. He 
early showed talents which obscured 
his better born but commonplace half 
brothers. 

He showed strong inclination both to 
natural science and to art, but natural 
science was a less favored pursuit than 
art in the fifteenth century, and Ser 
Pietro placed him under Andrea Ver- 
occhio to learn painting. 


Youthful Painter Soon 


Outstripped His Teacher. 
HE youth so soon outstripped his. 
T teacher that Verocchio, in chagrin, 
gave up painting and devoted him- 
self to plastic work. It is related of 
Leonardo in this early period that, in 
order to adorn a shield for a country- 
man he collected in one room a number 
of lizards, hedgehogs, bats, serpents and 
vther hideous creatures, and blended 
their repellent features into the aspect 
of a fire-breathing monster, which he 
painted on the shield. The result was 
terrifying, and Ser Pietro sold it as a 
work of art, while he bought another 
shield of ordinary sort for the country- 
man. 
At the same time, he gave much at- 
tention to physical and mechanical sci- 
ence, and in 1481, considering himself 
siightingly treated by Lorenzo-de-Medicl, 
he offered his sérvices to the warlike 
Duke Sforza, regent of Milan. He de- 
clared that he could build movable 
fireproof bridges, indestructible covered 
artillery Wagons and fireproof ships. He 
also offered his services in time of 
peace for the beautifying of the city, 
and for inventing engines of offense 
and defense at his leisure. 
The duke invited him to his court, 
and he went there in 1581. There he 
painted the portaits of Lucrézia Criv- 
elli and famous painting, the Last Sup- 
per.

HILE painting the Last Supper, 
Leonardo became so absorbed 
in his, task that he worked on

He left 
the face of Christ to be finished last, 
and then grieved because he could not 
make it more beautiful .than he had 
already made the faces of St. John and 
St. James. 

The Mona Lisa was painted after 
the artist’s return to Florence, and 
he spent four years over it, a longer 
time than he gave to the Last Sup- 
per. He even then considered it im- 
perfect. Of this work W. H. Pater 
says: 

“Perhaps of all ancient pictures 
time has chilled it least. From child- 
hood we see this image defining it- 
self on the fabric of his dreams; and 
but for express historica] testimony, 
we might fancy that this was his 
ideal lady, embodied and beheld at 
last. ° * °*° Hers is a beauty 
wrought- out from within the flesh, 
the deposit, little cell to celi, of 
strange thoughts, fantastic reveries 
and exquisite passions. Set it for ua 
moment besidesemg..of those white 
Greek goddesses or beautiful women 
of antiquity, and how would they be 
troubled by this beauty, into which 
the soul with all its maladies has 
passed?

Francis I He accomplished little In 
art there, and becoming ill in May, 
1619, he died... It has been commonls 
said that he died in the arms of King 
Francis, as the King was supposed 
to have held his head in his last mo- 
ments, but historians have denied 
this. 

Some of. the most noted of de 
Vinci's paintings, besides those men 
tioned, were St. Anne and the Virgin, 
the Virgin of Rochers and the Virgin 
of the Lily.

Morse’s suspicion that he had an 
affinity was unfounded and that the 
note which caused his wife to re- 
proach him was written in an effort 
to imitate the style of Laura Libby, 
his favorite writer. 

William Hookey of 
enue, Morse’s nephew, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night that 
Morse eagerly read every scrap of 
Laura Jean Libbey’s writings that he 
could find in books, newspapers 
and was fond of quotting them. 

Morse, who was a salesman for 
the Hilt’s Shoe Co., had been under 
treatment for a nervous disorder for 
three months. Though able to work, 
he sometimes acted queerly, Hookey 
says. Until his marriage a month 
ago, Hookey lived at the Morse homé. 

Quoted Laura Jean Libby. 

“My uncle frequently advised me 
about my approaching marriage,” 
Hookey said. “He would read pas- 
sages from Laura Jean Libbey and 
say: ‘that’s the kind of a girl you 
want to get, Will.’ He would even 
suggest things for me to put in my 
love letters. Sometimes he would 
eit up until far into the night read- 
ing and writing down quotations. 
He never went out at night and I 
don’t think there is any réason to 
suspect that he had an affinity. The 
note my aunt found may have been 
some of the scribbling he was fond 
of doing.”

State Pure Food Commissioner 
Also Finds Fault With 
Our Meat Shops. 
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Highty-five per cent of the ice 
cream consumed in St, Louis and 
Missouri is adulterated or misbrand- 
ed, according to chemical tests made 
by the State Pure Food and Drug 
Commissioner. Of the milk con- 
sumed in this State 58.5 per cent 1 
watered or misbranded. 
Dr. William P. Cutler, the State 
Pure Food Commissioner, thinks pes- 
sibly, in these figures, an answer can 
be found to the question: “What's 
the matter with St. Louis.”’ 
The deleterious effects of impure foo4 
on the human system, Dr. Cutler con- 
tends, are so well known that it is 
not necessary to discuss them in his 
annual report. He therefore merelv 
sets forth in his report the result of 
his numerous inspections of food 
products 

Wholesale Impurities. 
Practically all the peanuts in our 
peanut candy are adulterated. Ani: 
37.5 per cent of our soda waters ani 
ginger ales are impure. 
Don’t faint when you read these 
figures. Because 60 per cent of the 
camphor necessary to revive you is 
below the standard required by the 
United States Government. 
Dr. Cutler and his assistants made 
215 chemical inspections of food and 
food products during the past year 
and found 105 samples so adulterated 
that they refused to pass them. This 
was 48.8 per cent of the whole, show- 
ing the alarming extent to which 
food adulteration is carried in this 
State. 

Short Weights, Too. 
The Pure Food Commissioner als? 
finds that the people of Missouri are 
being very generally short-weighted 
by dealers and manufacturers, On 
miscellaneous food products the per- 
entage of short weights runs to 
‘8 per cent, while on flour it runs 
to 14.6 per cent. 
Discussing the milk situation, Dr, 
Cutler, in his report just published, 
said: 

“The milk situation ih St. Joseph, 
Springfield and St. Louis, fn part, 
was covered and samples tested. Of 
these over one-half, 58.5 per cent, 
were either watered or skimmed. The 
samples from St. Joseph indicate that 
certain dairymen are watering their 
milk heavily, while others are skiin- 
ming it. The same was found ‘n St, 
Louis, where milk ran as low as 1% 
per cent butter fat. Conditions in 
Springfield are not as bad. ~ 

Only Frozen Milk. 

“Tce cream runs: low in butter fat in 

0.38 per cent of all samples tested. 
While in some towns ice cream runs 
considerably higher than heretofore, 
a great deal runs at 7 to 10 per cent 
and some as low as 2 to 5 per cenr, 
This cream was found among the 
Greeks. It was made mostly of con- 
densed milk and thickener. This 
stuff was being foisted on the public 
at fountains as ice cream. No signs 
of ‘Frozen Milk,’ which it really was, 
were seen posted.” 

The report also states that large 
quantities of deleterious powders are 
being used as meat preservatives, 
Some of these are sodium sulphite 
and borax, both forbidden by law, 
while others are common salt andi 
saltpeter. Powders containing s'1l- 
phites, red or pink coloring and 
borax, Dr. Cutler says, constitute an 
adulteration. 

The meat shops inspected wore 
found to be generally in a sanitary 
condition, but great quantities of col- 
oring matter and preservatives were 
found and condemned. 

The report says inspectors were 
sent to all parts of the State to in- 
spect all stores in which foods were 
sold. The grocery stores and restau- 
rants were found to be sanitary, ex- 
cept in few cases, but the bake shops 
were bad. 

'“Many of the bakeries are very 
dirty and filthy,” the report says. 
“They have no screens, corners are 
full of dirt and dust, and are only 
swept, never scrubbed. They are noc 
in as good shape as the grocery 
store rooms.” 

The commissioner also found that 
substitutes for egg@s were being used 
by many bakers. The report con- 
tains no recommendations for sup- 
pressing the sale of impure foods, but 
the pure food department is clothed 
with power to confiscate and destroy 
all goods and food products that are 
not fit for consumption.

Since then many persons have tried 
to upset Nellie Bly’s record and some 
og*them have sucoeedéd. Henry Fred- 
erick made the circult in 54 days 7 
hours and 20 minutes. Four years 
ago, on June 22, 1907, Lieutenant 
Burnley Campbell of the British 
army asserted in a letter to the Lon- 
don Times that he had completed the 
circle of the world in 40 days 19 
hours and 80 minutes. 


But tne attention of the world at 
large was never called to the efforts 
of Col. Campbell or Henry Frederick. 
Hence, without disparaging thelr 
claims, it ig-fair to assert that Nellie 
Bly and Jaeger-Schmidt stand alone 
among the many who have attempted 
a brief circle of the globe, for in each 
case the activities in the progress of 
the globe-trotter were the subject of 
constant attention afd the records 
they undertook to make have behind 
them all the publicity that is neces- 
sary to the establishment of them as 
undisputed facts. 

Changes His Route. 

The World and the Post-Dispatch 
commissioned Nellie Bly to make a 
circle of the world in a time less than 
that which to the Verne imagination 
of 1872 seemed unbeatable. And 21 
years later the World and Post-Dis-

interest in Jager-Schmidt’s globe- 
trotting performance and the World 
hes received a letter from the editor 
of Excelsior, the Paris paper that 
sent Jager-Schmidt on his journey, 
the most kindly acknowledgment tha:

As a matter 6f fact, it was entirely 
due to the World that Jager-Schmidt 
changed his plans in Montreal, or 
rather on the way there, and decided 
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to take passage on the Olympic from 

New York rather than on the Allan 

State Liner Victorian from Montreal. 
At Mercy of Strike. 

The Victorian would have landed 
him in Liverpool on Friday afternoon 
but at the time Jager-Schmidt reach- 
ed Montreal the great strike on the 
English railroads and on the docks 
was in full swing, and no man could 
tell what might be the ouccome. There 
was every chance that he might find 
himself stranded in Liverpool or at 
the mercy of the vagaries of an auto~ 
mobile which, on such a long journey, 
might easily have cost him the race 
against time. And besides, it was 
doubtful if he would be able to croas 
the English Channel, should the strike 
keep up, unless he took an aeroplane 
passage to France, which involved 
again much risk, not only to his lifa, 
but to his race. 


The World, after consultation with 
the officials of the White Star Line, 
was able to assure Jager-Schmidt 
that he would arrive in Cherbourg on 
the Olympic some time between 11 
o'clock and midnight on Aug. 25. He 
would then have a leeway of fully 
13 hours to enable him to reach Paris 
before 1:15 p. m., Aug. 25, when the 
40-day period would have elapsed. 

Jager-Schmidt, when in New York, 
which he reached In company of a 
World reporter, admitted that he had 
feared to come to New York till as- 
sured by the World of this certainty 
of success, though he was anxious to 
go through the western metropolis 
and doubly anxious to avoid any pos- 
sible entanglement in England.

Read by Every Boy. 

Every boy of a generation ago read 
this book and reveled in it, yet, when 
many of them read it, the 80 days 
had been reduced to 72. Boys didn't 
read the newspapers then as they dd> 
now and until] long after Nellie Bly had 
made her famous circuit, Phineas 
Fogg was the record-breaker of all 
terrestrial girdlers in the estimation 
of most of the youth of America and 
Furope. 

When Jules Verne heard that the 
World proposed seriously to send a 
woman out to make a better showing 
than his hero’s, the aged novelist 
evinced the most active interest. The 
one departure that Nellie Bly made from 
her schedule was that whi¢h took her 
to make a call on Jules Verne at his 
home at Amiens. And when she left 
him she carried with her the best 
wishes of the man who had inspired 
her attempt. 

In his heart Verne believed it could 
not be done, though he admitted the 
progress that had been made in trans- 
portation facilities between 1872 and 
1889. But he cheered on Nellie Bly, 
and at every opportune moment he 
sent her once more his best wishes. 

When Miss Cochran’s effort was 
finished on June 25, 1890—she landed 
in New York nearly eight days 
ahead of the Fogg record—the firs: 


one to wire her congratulations was. 


he who had created Fogg, and to the 
World he sent the most laudatory com- 
ment on the enterprise. 


Man and Womar Rivals. 


So much was made of Nellie Bly's 
trip that though year after year 
someone woulg announce that he in- 
tended to make still better time no- 
body would place any credence in his 
assertions or offer him any assistance. 
Thus it happened that Henry Fred- 
erick, himself an editor, was permit- 
ted to undertake his globe-trotting 
record without assistance or even 
recognition from the press. And 
when he announced that he had made 
the circuit in something over fifty- 
four days people wondered and smiled, 
but took no interest. 

Possibly it was because of Freder- 
ick’s experience that Col, Burnley 
Campbell did not make any announce- 
ment of his globe-girdling record, or 
his intention’ to break the existing 
one, until he had made the full eir- 
cuit, and in his case, for similar rea- 
sons, the lack of public interest was 
plain. 

Eliminating Fogg, therefore, as an 
imaginary hero, and Col, Campbell 
and Frederick as persons who only iet 
the public into their secret when they 
claimed to have accomplished what 
they set out to do, the center of ia- 
terest reverts to Nellie Bly of the 
World, ang Jager-Schmidt of the 
Paris Excelsior, her 1911 rival. 


Experiences Compared. 


It is interesting to compare a few 
of their experiences. 

Miss Bly, like Fogg, , traveled a good 
many more thousands of miles than 
Jager-Schmidt found necessary. To 
go around the world means simply to 
start from one point, travel in one di- 
rection and get back to the same point. 
At the equator the circumference of the 
earth is about 25,000 miles, but when 
one starts to make a sea trip circle 
such as Nellie Bly’s several thousand 
more miles must be added. In fact, it 
was estimated that Miss Bly traveled 
about 30,000 miles in her seventy-two 
days, or at the rate of nearly 420 miles 
a day, or between 17 and 18 miles an 
hour for each of the seventy-two days. 


Jager-Schmidt, on the other hand, tak- 
ing a northerly course, proved that the 
great bulk of the girdle can be traveled 
by steamship. The route that he took 
did not exceed, in all probability, 24,000 
miles.

The show is gotten up by the 8t. 
Louis Automobile Manufacturers’ and 
Dealers’ Association, which has given 
five previous stows here, each of 
them brilliant s&ccesses. The plans 
now under way for the decoration of 
Forest Park Highlands for the show 
will make it a bower of beauty. So 
far as possible the idea of a forest 
scene is to be carried out. Tree trunks, 
autumn leaves and bark are to be 
used in such profusion as to prac- 
tically transform the Highlands s80 
as to make it unrecognizable to those 
who are atcustomed to it as an 
amusement resort.

The show is not open to cars which 
are not represented in St. Louis by 
agents, but every St. Louis’ dealer, 
whether he is a member of the associa- 
tion or not, will be cared for by the 
show committee. By a system of ad- 
vertising which will be carried out by 
Manager Robert FE. lee all of the terri- 
tory withing 250 miles of St. Louis will 
be kept informed of the show so that

AUTO CLUB FIGHTS 
SMOKE NUISANCE 


Vile Smelling Clouds Behind 
Cars Declared Due to Neg- 
ligence or Ignorance. 








The Automobile Club of St. Louis, un- 
der the direction of Col. James Gay 
Butler—the arch-enemy of smoke—and 
with Samuel Plant as chairman of its 
anti-smoke committee, has started a 
crusade against smoking automobiles. 

The officers and members of the cluly 
recognize the automobile a8 a pleasure 


and utility vehicle and in every possible 


way try to overcome the prejudice 
against it, which has come about by’ 
abuse of privileges by irresponsible and 
careless drivers. 

“The club’s legal advisers,’’ said Sam- 
uel Plant, “are of the opinion that the 
users of cars that emft«smoke on the 
streets are guilty of matntaining a 
nuisance under the proposed law. 

“The Automobile Club of S8t. Loults 
has undertaken to stop the nuisance. 
With this end in view, letters have been 
written to all the manufacturers and 
dealers in the city, asking them for 
information about their ears on the 
smoke question. We are making a 
thorough investigation, trying to locate 
the trouble with the view of correcting 
it. We have received the hearty sup- 
port and co-operation from most of the 
dealers. ¢ ’ 

“IT have fek that one of the greatest 
troubles was on account of chauffeurs 
who insist on putting coal eil or other 
mixtures into their engines, in an en- 
deavor to cut eut the carbon. While I 
doubt very much that these mixtures 
reduce the amount of carbon any, it is 
evident that they ‘produce’ a great 
amount of smoke.’’ “f 

Paul J. McCullough,@or the Park 
Automobile Co., gave the peewee 
interesting report: 

“If the motor is in a normal condi- 
tion and is being supplied with the 
proper amount of oil for light work. 
such as driving in the city, the issue 
of smoke will not be noticeable if 
properly opersted. However, smoke 
may be produced by high-speeding 
the motor without load, which is 
sometimes necessary in making a 
proper carburetor or firing adjust- 
ment, and is also sometimes unneces- 
sarily produced by some drivers in 
‘getting away’ after having slowed 
down for a crossing or other reasons. 

The same rat. of oil feed as men- 
tioned above ray not be sufficient 
to properly lubricate the motor dur- 
ing heavy work, due to the much 
greater pressure of the exploded gas 
forcing a portion of the oil back intwo 
the crank case, and also to tha higa 
temperature of the heavy charge dur- 
ing combustion or exploding the sgur- 
plus of oil, in which event it does a 
part of the work of the gasoline and 
passes out as an invisible burnt ofl.

A renewal of activity was reflected 
@uring the week in the St. Louis realty 
market. Developments in manufactur- 
ing and investment centers of the city 
were notable. Purchases and impending 
purchases of sites in the railroad dis- 
tricts indicate a large demand for sites 
for manufactories. 

Transactions were completed Saturday 
by R. H. Cornell of the Commonwealth 
Trust Co. preliminary to the location of 
important -manufactories in the river- 
front distriét of North St. Louis.

With the ground, 
the contemplated improvements will ap- 
proximate $1,000,000. 

The identity of the concerns and the 
location of the sites will not be dis- 
closed until the building plans have been 
completed. 


Its Tonic Effect. 
As suggestive of developments of this 


description, the foregoing projects, Cor- 
nell says, will have a tonic effect on 
this section of the St. Louis realty mar- 
ket. As to sites for manufacturing 
plants in St. Louis, inquiries from out- 
side sources have been forthcoming dur- 
ing the year in a continuous stream. 

Crystallization of plans for the estab- 
lishment in St. Louis of important man- 
ufactories will awaken the market the 
ensuing year, according to John 8S.

LONDON MARKET WEAK 


Foreigners Are Rather Uneasy 
Over the Domestic Labor 
Outlook. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—The Even- 


ing Post, in its copyrighted weekly 
review, says. 

“Probably most people have been 
drifting, more or less reluctantly, to 
the conclusion that the decline in 
prices since the middle of July, and 
the signs of trade reaction, were not 
50 much a new phenomenon in the 

eriod as a continuance of the simi- 
ar movement which began in Janu- 
ary, 1910. 

"The receding movement, taken as 
a whole, was interrupted by the sub- 
stantial recovery of a year ago this 
month, That recovery attained a 
pace of some little violence around 
election time last November. But that 
Was really the end of it, and, al- 
though there were several resolute 
upward movements during the first 
half of the present year, they seemed 
even at the time to have smal] vital- 
ity. They were in fact regularly foil- 
lowed, as everyone will remember, 
by long stretches of all but unprece- 
dented inactivity. 


Comparative Movements. 


“It usually helps in obtaining a 
true historical perspective, when the 
relationg to one another of two such 
movements as the decline in the fitst 
half of 1910 and the decline in the 
last half of 1911 are recognized. 

“No doubt the financier and busi- 
ness man can adduce some facts to 
show that there was no intimate re- 
lation; that each downward move- 
ment had peculiar reasons of its 
own, and that the intervening recov- 
ery was really resumption of the 
boom times’ checked by unhappy in- 
cidents of the day—by politics, for 
instance. 

“Precisely the same objection was ad- 
vanced against linking together as parts 
of one great economic movement, the 
boom of 1899 and the boom of 1901. The 
earlier of those two years, it was ar- 
ap at the time, had a character quite 
ts own, and the period ended when the 
Boer war broke down the markets, when 
the steel trade began to cut its prices, 
when the presidential contest of 1900 
spread financial consternation, and when 
the four months’ break in stocks en- 
sued. 

“But the second defeat of Bryan, the 
English victories and more especially the 
enormous .consolidations which bound 
the steel trade into unity and whipped 
the Stock Exchange into frenzy, in- 
troduced an entirely new era. 

“All this was plausible, and it cer- 
tainly agreed with the feeling of the 
day. But when one surveys those years 
in retrospect, nothing is more certain 
than that 1899 and 1901 were parts of 
a virtually continuous economic move- 
ment—interrupted as all such movements 
are, and as the economic movement of 
the past two years, by an incidental but 
not important or prolonged swing in 
the opposite direction. 

The Present Movement. 

“There would be no great occasion for 
insisting on stich a view either of the 
present period or of the period ten years 
ago. but for the fact that only thus can 
certain erroneous ideas about the situa- 
tion be removed. 

“A good part of Wall street is con- 
vinced, for instance, that the politics of 
the day are exclusively responsible for 
the Bnd ype downward sweep of values. 

“Now politics certainly may have 
helped tn the decline. Political develop- 
ments may absolutely have determined 
the unfavorable attitude of many invest- 
ors and many financiers. But, unless 
there was something else than politics, 
and something far more weighty as a 
cause, the financial movements of the 

ast three years must be classed as ut- 
erly unintelligible. 

“As vn matter of fact, the ‘political 
argument’ so largely assigned as a 
cause for the unsettlement of today, ex- 
isted, in one form or another, through- 
out the period of industrial prosperity 
and booming markets which came to an 
end in 197—an admitted fact which cer- 
tainly suggests that the real explanation 


“must be found in the sweep of large 


economic influences. 

“And at bottom, it is by far the more 
encouraging recourse for the optimists 
to pin their calculations. both for pres- 
ent and future, to these fundamental 
causes. For they are bound, in the 
course of time, to work out their own 
remedy. But few people seriously look 
for abandonment of the policy of re- 
striction and regulation of our great 
combinations of capital. ; 


Bad News Accumulates, 


“An old time expert on the markets, 
with a philosophical] turn of mind, used 
to say that the most encouraging mo- 
ment to investor and speculator alike, 
was when bad news of a definite sort 
accumulated, and the visible outlook 
was at its worst. 

“He meant, of course, that the Stock 
Exchange discounts in advance both 
certainties and probabilities, and when 
either has materialized, it can In the 
nature of things be no longer a factor in 
the market. 

“This week has brought wel] forward 
towards a position of the sort two 
important incidents of the day—the la- 


bor dispute on our railways, and the 


Fach has been a long 
of uneasiness, perhaps 
more irritating because so repeatedly 
ubject to temporizing or postponement. 
ut the nature of this week's news indi- 
cates plainly that each must be brought 
to a definite head. 

“With a plain request for yes. or no 
by the railway shopmen, and a plain 
declaration by France that Germany 
must reduce its compensatory de- 
mands in the Morocco matter, we shall 
at all events know in a very few days 
just where we stand. | 

“No one at heart believes that Ger- 
many will declare war on such a pre- 
text, and there is certainly no unan- 
imity of opinion to the effect that the 
oe laborers will lay down their 
ools. 

“But whether these views are right 
or not, it is time that both episodes 
should be removed from the realm of 
uncertainty.

now, because of the fairly ex- 
bear positions, nevertheless 
financial conditions are far from 
stable. At Paris, London and Berlin 
markets are nervous and sensitive. 

“Financial Paris, in particular, has 
been affected by the incident of the 
recent £14,000,000 Argetine loan flota- 
tion on that market. 

“Because of the poor response from 
the investing public, this large opera- 
tion has had to be mainly financed by 
the original underwriting groups, and 
heavy calls for instalment payments 
are now falling due. German mar- 
kets, on the other hand, are affected 
by withdrawal of French 
previously placed with them, and they, 
are now”keavy borrowers in London. 

Money Markets Easy. 

“Until, however, indications appear 
of real expansion in your country’s 
trade, money markets will probably 
remain on a comparatively comfort- 
able basis. At the moment, the 
usually best posted quarters here are 
inclined to look for renewed and con- 
tinued stagnation on your stock ex- 
change, 

“It is evident that your outside 
public is not disposed to buy, even at 
the lower level, and your high finance 
aiso,no doubt witha view to political, 
social and labor conditions, is doing 
little to reverse the market’s recent 
movement. 

“The reported restlessness among 
American railway laborers may interest 
American readers in the inner facts of 
our own railway strike. 

“It is belleved in excellent quarters 
that the Government used the Morocco 
crisis as a lever for settlement of the 
strike, railway managements being Jjn- 
formed that the world’s peace might de- 
pend on immediate industrial peace tn 
England. It may be that the position 
was purposely exaggerated. 

“Impartial consideration of the union 
demands suggests that the men, es- 
pecially in the inferior grades, had good 
cause for asking for higher wages. The 
trouble was aggravated by increased 
cost of living; but it is also believed 
that the more immediate cause of the 
outbreak was the decline.in membership 
of the strikers’ trade unions. 

“Membership and funds have both 
fallen since the conciliation boards 
were initiated by our Board of Trade in 
1907, and the leaders saw urgent neces- 
sity for a strong rally of members. 


Rioting Was Bad Feature. 


‘The worst feature, however, was the 
riotous spirit, which the eity believes 
was unintentionally fostered by the past 
six years of social . 7g and by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer's 
speeches a few years back, which were 
full of innuendoes against the posses- 
sors of large property, especially land. 
In the ignorant mind, the idea grew up 
that such possession was a crime, re- 
quiring penal taxation. 

“The immediate prospects now favor 
temporary industrial peace, and pos- 
sibly an early settlement of interna- 
tional politics. This would bring con- 
sequent temporary improvement in 
stocks, 

“Industrial peace, however, is not like- 
ly to be long maintained, both because 
the foundations of good feeling are un- 
dermined and because the financial sit- 
uation itself suggests declining trade 
and diminished prosperity with conse- 
quent diminished power and greater 
unemployment.”’

END STRENGTHENS 
COTTON MARKET 


Continental Business Small and 
Confined to New Product 
From America. 


The settlement, of the labor trou- 
bles in England has helped, in a god 
measure, to strengthen thé cotton 
market. There is more confidence 
and a much steadier tone than has 
been displayed for many weeks. 
While trade conditions do not show 
any great improvement, and while 
there is a feeling of unrest in all 
branches of business, at the same 
time it is generally believed that at 
the present level of prices cotton will 
be taken liberally and can be dispose:l 
of by the mills at a fair profit. 

It must always be borne in mind 
that the curtailment of production 
has not been lessened, but has rather 
increased of late, not only on ac- 
count of the troubles in England, but 
also because it is the custom of many 
large mills to close down every year 
about this time for a general over- 
hauling of machinery. This continued 
small output must have dealers 
stocks down to a minimum, a condi- 
tion that must eventually. bring 
about a readjustment of values and 
force prices to a level that will prove 
attractive to manufacturers. In Texas 
and South Georgia new cotton is mov- 
ing freely, and there is a fair de- 
mand at current quotations and at 
prices well above a parity with the 
principal future contract markets. 


Crop Prospects Good, 


The usual deterioration that comes 
in August has set in, and the plant 
has been suffering from extremes of 
weather, too hot and dry in_ the 
Southwest and too much rain in the 
middle belt. In the sections where too 
much rain hag fallen there is com- 
plaint of the plant running to stalk 
and foliage at the expense of fruit, 
in some instances the plant reaching 
mammoth proportions and the 
branches lapping in the middle of the 
rows, with a remarkably small num- 
ber of bolls. Taken as a whole, how- 
ever, prospects are good, as the hill 
sections, where the bulk of the crop 
is made, are in excellent condition, 
and Thursday morning the United? 
States Weather Bureau reported ex- 
cellent raing throughout almost the 
whole of Texas. 

Under date of Aug. 18, the visible sup- 
ply of cotton was as follows: World's 
visible supply 1,618,080 bales, against 
1,544,022 same date last year. The visi- 
ble supply of American cotton was 763,- 
080 bales, against 784,022; Liverpool stock 
329,000, against 263,000 last year; Man- 
chester stock 31,000, against 23,000 last 
year; continental stock 117,000, against 
148,000 last year. Afloat for Europe 239,- 
146 bales, against 71,094 last year; United 
States port stocks 162,423, against 233,115 
last year; interior stocks 94,511, against 
45,813 last year. The insight of Ameri- 
can for the week Wwas_ 70,638 bales, 
against 66,976 last year; for the year 
11,881,228, against 10,491,022 last year. To- 
tei takings by spinners of the world for 
the week were 158,930 bales, against 208,- 
047. last year; spinners’ takings of 
American 70,930, against 130,947 last year. 

Liverpool at Standstill. 

In Liverpool business has been at a 
standstill, and sales have been very 
small. Prices there are practically un- 
changed from last week. From the Con- 
tinent there have been inquiries and 
some bwSiness done, nearly all in new- 
crop cotton from Texas. The American 
mills are taking very little eotton. 

The -principal spot markets of the 
United States, with the exception of 
Texas points, where new-crop cotton is 
moving freely, report small business.

The steer trade during the past 
week, while not developing any es- 
pecial change so far as top grades 
are concerned, has not been alto- 
gether satisfactory as viewed at &@& 
sellers’ angle.

which obtained during the preceding 
period. On the other hand, a notice- 
able weakness pervaded the trade 
affecting all common to mediuin 
grades and even on some beeves ratej 
as good declines resulted. The most 
conspicuous feature of the week’s 
trade was the establishment of a 
new record price for the year. A 
load of light. yearlings topped at 
$8.15, which is the highest price paid 
for more than a year and a half. 

Butcher cattle received another 
jolt the past week on top of the dé- 
cline just preceding. .This does not 
apply to the choice grades, but 1s 
generally applicable on heifers under 
$5.2 A common to medium class of 
she stuff represented by far the big 
end of receipts, and under the in- 
ffuence of Oklahoma and Texas grass- 
er competition salesmen found it im- 
possible to check the decline. In con- 
trast with values last week quota- 
tions for the period just closed re- 
flect a net decline of 15@25c, which 
further widens the range between 
common to medium and good to 
choice offerings.

Hog Supply Moderate.

Bull Interests in Grain May Find Difficulty 


Financing Movement 


if Wall Street’s De- 


cline Indicates Business Depression. 





Developments during the past week 
have changed the entire complexion 
of the wheat market—not the tem- 
porary price range, but the funda- 
mental principal underlying the en- 
tire speculative structure. 

Once in a great while, in all mar- 
kets, something suddenly shows that 
permits of a fairly accurate forecast 
of the future. This is what happened 
the past week. 

One has only to look at Wall street 
for the keynote to the change; for 
Wall street is writing on the wall, 
not only its own history, but the his- 
tory of future business conditions, 
and the death knell of unwarranted 
speculative booms in commodities} 
markets (unless absolutely justified) 
for some time to come, and at least 
until the next crop appears as a price 
factor by the uncertainty of its 
harvest. 

Wall street is an infallible baro- 
meter of the business outlook. it 
forcasts prosperity and depression in- 
varably, well in advance of the 
actual conditions. 

Now, with the uncertainty of @ 
presidential campaign only a few 
months ahead, with corporations fn 
a questional position as to future 
privileges, and the railroad structure 
threatened with drastic labor disloca- 
tions, it may be stated almost as an 
axiom, that the “street” is discount- 
ing a serious depression which eee 
eral business will reflect approaching 
election year. 

Bull Move Not Likely. 

If this proves true, as it should, 
to expect an unusual bull speculation 
in wheat is error. In the first place 
the banks would not support it. They 
might, if it were a different season, 
and the uncertainty of the crop yield 
a price making factor; or if supplies 
were low, the world’s crop short and 
justifiable to a high level of values. 

None of these factors is dominant, 
however. The world’s crop is ai- 
mittedly almost as large as last year’s’ 
record Lreaker, such an authority as 
Broomhall placing it ro! 16,000,000 
bu short, an extra 60,000,000 bu in 
Canada and increased yield in Franc 
offsetting a reduced Russian crop an 
a short French harvest last year. The 
world’s visible supply is more than a 
year ago, and the harvest generally 
made, so that there is no chance of a 
serious shortage. 

Manipulation then is the only main- 
stay of high prices; and manipulation 
has invariably met with disaster in 
times of general depression. 

It can hold prices for a time, ag it 
did just prior to the panic of 1907. 
But that year when the banks began 
to call loans prices melted violently 
and the actual supply and demand 
quickly controlled. 

Armour a Bull. 

At present the Armour interests in 
Chicago make values through: con- 
stant manipulation. They have done 
so for months, and advanced prices 
despite a generally favorable wheat 
harvest, 

There has been method in 
madness, for they have been trying 
to make a market for 20,000,000 bu 
of cash wheat taken in on the May 
deal. 

But what is to happen to these 
speculators and manipulators, trying 
to make a fictitious price for new 
futures, with enormous cash holdings 
on hand, if Wall street's present 
warning proves correct. 

How long will the banks permit it 
before a halt ig called if general 
business is in a backdrift? 

Only the future can tell; but Wall 
street is blazing the way for grain 
market followers, It means a ques- 
tion of excessive bank capital to 
carry the load in the end; and that 
means calling of loans when least 
expected and violent and protracted 
liquidation, 

tatistical news for the week was 
yee ae 0 bearish.

dred yards off the port quarter. Another foun- 

tain shot into the air, and a third. It was a 

school of whales, coming nearer and nearer, and 

evidently mistaking the great gray submarine 
for one of their own kind. 

In a few minutes the submarine was right in 
the midst of the whales, which nosed about the 
boat in a friendly way, just as if they were wel- 
coming another big brother into the herd. Not 
one of them displayed the slightest alarm at the 
N- whal’s huge bulk and impregnable skin of 
steel. They even took the men upon her deck 
as a matter of cour.e—as if considering them 
some negligible kind of parasite. Even when the 
er ines re started th leviathans snowed no 
fear, and when the submarine chugged away, 
s re of them plowed along at its side for a 
while, just for company’s sake, it seemed. 

This incident illustrated tne curious fact that 
the denizens of the deep have now adopted the 
submarine as one of their own kind. Just as 
the horse has unlearned its fear of the shriek- 
ing.gecomotive and of its ounger brother, the 
automobile, and just as the birds of the air have 
almost forgotten their first panic at the drum- 
ming aeroplane, so the whales, porpoises and fish 
have become accustomed to the submarine, de~pite 
its engines and motors, ‘and its deadly equipment

Something jarred the side of the craft. anc the 
lookout in the conning tower turned ner ‘ousiv 
To his amazement, the sailor spied a 50-foot 
whale edging alongside in the most f:iiendly man- 
ner imaginable. The huge water mammal was 
not at all afraid of his new-found water mate and 
playfellow, and kept along for miles, apparently 
in great good humor at finding a friend in this 
Jonely part of the ocean. When it became pitch 
dark, the monster gave the submarine a friendly 
nosing over by way of farewell, dived deep and 
was gone in the darkness of the waters. 

“He wasn’t at all nervous of us,” said Ensign 
Child, “and plainly showed that he though. the 
submarine another whale like himself. It didn’t 
take such a stretch of the imagination to fancy 
that our friend was Sorry to leave us, but that 


be realized we were going farther than he cared 
to journey that evening. 

“The big fellow acted as_if he were curious 
to discover what kind of a: new whale we were, 
and he nosed aboyt just as a dog might sniff at 
a stranger to see if it could make friends with 
him or not. The whale apparent’y couldn’t make 
out the propellers at all, which may have seemed 
to him some strange, revolving sort of tail. We 
were running semi-submerged at the time, and 
several of the crew had a chance to poke their 
heads out of the conning tower and get a good 
look at a whale only a few feet away.” 

It is probable that the creatures of the main 
imagine the submarine is a thing of flesh and 
life, like themselves, though of some rather 
strange svecies. The craft 
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and it glides swiftly through the waters, turning 
its course this way and that, and upwards or 
downwards, at will. To be sure, its “tail” does 
not flap from side to side, but revolves; and from 
its inside comes a weird whirring of electric mo- 
tors or, when it is upon the surface, the chug- 
ging of gasoline engines. But the fish seem to 
regard these deviations. as eccentricities -which 
may be overlooked. On dry land, a cat has béen 
known to mistake a teddy bear for a living ani- 
mal and, to attack it viciously. 

Ensign A. H. Miles, who commands the 105- 
foot submarine Octopus, had a three-day race 
with a school of porpoises on a deep sea trip. 
The porpoises darted about the big craft with- 
out fear, evidently regarding it as a living crea- 
ture like themselves. Ensign Miles has so often 
been on close terms with friendly whales and 
big fish that it is an every-day story with him. 

“Come down below and see for yourself,” he 
suid one day after his memorable 10-mile trip 60 
feet below the surface of the Atlantic, with Secre- 
tary of the -Navy Meyer and Mrs. Robert Goelet 
as his passengers. It was an invitation to view 
the marvels of the under-water world from the 
conning. tower of a submarine. 

A mighty northeaster: was blowing and the 
waves were crashing upon the beach with fury. 
Eleven lives were lost that day along the coast. 
But to the snub-nosed Octopus the uproar of the 
elements was a matter of indifference. It simply 
escaped the tempest by diving under it. 

Within, the Octopus looks like a floating en- 
gine room, with two sets of motors, gasoline and 
electric, pipes for air, water and gasoline, tanks, 
valves, switchboards, lights cnd wheels. All of 
this complicated mechanism is required instead 
of the organs bestowed upon a fish by nature. 
Two big indicators with faces like clocks and 
provided with a-hand each s..ow the ,epth, and 
when the boat is on the surface they mark zero. 

But most interesting of all is the periscope, 
the eye of the submarine. It consists of a pipe 18 
feet high, provided with the proper lenses. Even 
when the submarine is cor:pletely submerged, the 
periscope gives a clear view all around the sur- 
face to those cooped in below. Only when the 
boat sinks more than 18 feet below the surface 
does the periscope cease to be of use. Then the 
steering is done by compass alone. 

It was time to dive. * 

“After hatch secure?” sang out Capt. Miles. 

“After hatch secure, sir!” answered the man 
at that post. 

“Forward hatch secure?” 

‘Forward hatch secure!” 

Round and round ran the questions and the 
answers from the men at their stations. Every- 
thing was closed up. Only the periscope gave 
a glimpse of the raging waters above. All the 
steel hatches were battered down and water- 
tight. 











The chug-chug of the gasoline ceased and th 
quieter whirr of the electric motors took 


the work. The Octopus was still on the surface. 


She had to be trimmed first; that Is, negativ- 
buoyancy was necessary. Water was drawn Intc 
her tanks until inch by inch she sank. Finally 
she had barely 100 pounds of buoyancy. 

A sailor took his place at the horizontal rud- 
der, another was already in the conning tower, 
while a third took his post at the compass. 

“Fifteen feet!” ordered Capt. Miles. 

The husky boy in the canvas uniform turned 
his wheel sharply. Suddenly the big hand on the 
depth indicator took on life—5, 10, 15 feet it 
showed. Then 16. A slight twist and the Octo- 
pus came back to 15 feet and stayed there. But 
Still the faithful periscope was working—a peep 
through the eye-piece showed the waves raging 
above, though the Octopus lay below absolutely 
evenly on her keel, working ahead at the rate 
of nine knots an hour! 

“Now we'll take a sounding,” said the young 
officer, “That means Wel] go to the bottom and 
find: out how deep eae I should say that it’s 
about 45 or 50 feet here.” 

“Thirty feet!” rang out the command. 

Another few feet of descent, and something 
splashed out the vision of the periscope; some- 
thing green and oily. It was the water closing 
over the lens above, shutting out the world. 
The Octopus was wholly immersed now, peri- 
scope and all, A few feet above a mighty storm 
was buffeting the deep. But in the submarine all 
was still, save for the smooth purring of the elec- 
tric motors and an occasional sharp cry of com- 
mand. Soon the craft was resting upon the bot- 
tom, 50 feet below the surface, lying inert like 
a lifeless whale. A jerk of a switch and all the 
lights went out. It was not the darkness of 
night, but the absolute blackness of no light at all. 

“Pretty creepy, eh?” said Ensign Miles. “But 
go up in the conning tower and see the fish.” 

In the tower are several eye ports, covered 
with glass five-eighths of an inch thick. Through 
them one could see the ocean, like a dark green 
wall. A big fish—it looked like a cod—nosed 
along the tower and peered right in. Then came 
another and another. They were not in the 
least afraid. : 

A school of blue fish swam gracefully by, turn~ 
ing out a trifle to dodge the submarine, rathe? 
for convenience than from alarm. It was like 
being on view in an aquarium yourself, with all 
the fishes of the séa coming to look you over. 

“I’ve seen fish two and three feet long swim up 


and get ‘so close to me that I could have touched 


them had there not been that five-elghths of an 
inch of glass and steel between us,” sald Ensign 
Miles. “Sometimes I fancy they wink at me face- 
tiously. They are not a bit afraid of coming 
right up to you when the boat lies stfl on the bote 
tom. They keep out of the way, though, when wé 
are moving. 

“But that doesn’t apply to whales and por- 
poises. They have learned that submarines mean 
no harm, and get on very friendly terms with ws, 

“Two months ago when I was taking the boat 
out in the ocean from Norfolk, a school of por- 
poises kept us company for three days. They 


played all about us, diving and disporting them- 


selves as if for our amusement. I rather think 
they took the submarine for the daddy of all the 
porpoises. Whales take us for another whale. 
and make the most friendly overtures.” 

This discovery of naval officers that whales 
regard submarines as members of their own spe 
cles may some time revolutionize the whaleing 
business, Instead of pursuing the leviathans is 
rowboats until within harpooning distance and 
taking the risk of being dragged under the #ur- 
face by a wounded monster, the hunters of the 
future may get into a submarine, plerce upfus 
pected into the midst of a school of whales and 
destroy them at leisure with torpedoes. 

The submarine also offers a new opportunity 
for study of the habits of the creatures of (he 
deep. Scientists in submarines may observe the 
very life of the whale in its native element while 
swimming at the side of the huge mammal. 
Should this method of study be adopted, there ‘s

HE average American 
family eats a little 
more than half a ton 
of ‘meat a year, about 
twice what the family 
weighs. This meat 
costs more than a 
third of all the money 
you spend for living 
expenses—a whole lot 
of money in this glo- 
rious republic, where 
the population is 
90,000,000. It takes 
a lot of money, too, to 

buy ‘that meat; 85,000,000 cattle, hogs and sheep; 
19,000,000,000 pounds of dressed meat and edible 
oxtra: parts! This, I may be excused for say- 
ing, is some meat. It means a tremendous vol- 
hme of business. 

The point of especial interest just now is: who 
bh getting the profit? If there is one thing that 
has bothered human beings it is that one ques- 
fion,*and you may ask it until dooin’s day and be 
hanged to you, so far as the farmer or stock 
breeder is concerned. He doesn’t get it. He'll 
show you his books. The commission merchant 
hopes he may die if he has stacved away any of 
it; and when it comes to ‘he packers—well, 
there’s iittle use going into that. We may inves- 
tigate until we are black in the face, look in his 
books and see, arrest him for being a trust and 
abuse him in the papers—and in the end he will 
prove to the satisfaction of any committee ‘from 
the audience that may care to go upon the stage 
that there are no trap doors: no mirrors and 
no wires with which to secréte unholy dividends. 
“Take it from me,” says Mr. Packer, “if there’s 
profit in the meat business it’s not coming my 
way, s’help me!” 

When a fancy steer starts for the market in 
Kansas City, if we are to believe the report filed 
fn Kansas last June as the resul: of an investi- 
gation, the producer gets approximately 4', cents 
® pound for it. The packer puts the animal 
through a course of sprouts and sells it to the 
retailer --here ‘the producer lives and has his 
herd, at from 8 to 9 cents a pound. The re- 


taller sells the steer to ‘he man who produced it.

The severest crit- 
icism seems justified, too, however, when 
one sees in this latest report proof that in some 
instances the ayerage price to the consumer was 
found to be double the wholesale price to the re- 
tailer. It looks as if it wouldn’t be hard to hang 
it on the packer, at this r-te. here is a remedy 
for all this, but I shall come to that later. For 
the present let us consider the meat question in 
its relation to the average family. We shall learn 
some interesting facts. 


Averages are strange things, so you, Mr. Con- 
sumer, need not be offended if you did not get 
your share of the half ton of meat referred to a 
while ago. You are included in the big crowd 
because you have your washing done here, some- 
where—it is to be hoped—and, if you are a credit 
to your ward and precinct, you voted. That put 
you into the average, and that means this: At 
1014 pounds of meat a year to the average family 
the per capita consumption was 220 pounds, about 
2.77 pounds a day for every family in the United 
States. In a year we eat 104 pounds of beef and 
veal, 101 pounds of pork, including lard, and 15 
pounds of mutton. What's more, Mr. Average 
American, nearly one-half the meat you eat—as 
you may have noticed—is pork, 4814 per,cent, to 
be exact, no matter what . - 9 ag eee Rey 
say in self-defense. We eat some poultry, too, a 
whole jot of it in a year, but I am not talking 
about hens now.

tle in the world, of which the United 

States has a little more than 74,000,000, 
c. 17.5 per cent. British India alone has a larg- 
er number, 21 per cent. We lead all nations 
when jt comes to hogs. It is estimated—and 
figures are fairly accurate—that we have 56,000,- 
100 of the 141,300,000 hogs in the world, 40 per 
cent. But of the 610,000,000 sheep alive today 
we own only 53,000,000, about 8.8 per cent. 

The increase in meat animals has not kept up 
with the increase in population, and every census 
records a decline. The records indicate, also, a 
decline in meat consumption, but this, I belleyve, 
may be accounted for in the first sentence of this 
paragraph; the population has increased more 
rapidly than the supply of meat. 

Laboring men in this country eat more meat 
than the same class in any other land on earth. 
They eat nearly twice as much as those in Great 
Britain, and four times as much as the laborers 
of Italy. Speak of an English workingman and 
everyone present has a mental picture of a red 
chéee’ved, brawny, shirt-open-at-the-throat sort of 
fellow subsisting wholly on the ‘‘Roast ‘beef of 
Old England.” He wouldn't get little casino in 
a meat eating contest with the.average street 
laborer in Ph'ladelphia or New York or any other 
large “city, and he wouldn't be eligible at all in 
the same clase with men who work in .the fields 
in the beef-producing states. 


Take *Kansas for example: An investigat'on 
conducted by President Henry Jackson Waters 
of the State Agricultural College at Menhattan a 
few months ago showed that the farmers of that 
State buy from the butcher shops annually from 
$3.500,000 to $7,000,000 worth of meat ‘which they, 
themselves, produce! In thus satisfying the ap- 
petites of their families for meat’ they contrib- 
uted to the profits of th» othey man one-half the 
value of faod that originated on theit own farms! 
This food cofisisted chiefly of breakfast bacon 
ham, salt pork and fresh beef. It retalied for 
35 to 40 per cent more than the butchers pai 
it.at the packing house, wholesale—taving Serc-

the records shéw, is one of the first live stock 
states; and stil] the breeder or farmer who kills 
and cures his own meat is so rare as to be in- 
teresting. President Waterss figures were re- 
corded on blanks filled in by the farmers, hun- 
dreds of them, so they doubtless are representa- 
tive of the State. They showed, for one thing, 
that it is the common-practice-to depend upon 
the butcher shops for six to nine months in. the 
year. The meat bought in this way by the aver- 
age farm family of five persons, it was shown, 
cost $55 a year. The bills varied from $10 to $300. 
This makes the Kansas farmers’ total meat bill 
$7,335,000 a year—enough to support the State 


government and the schools for 24 months! Talk , 


about the “Roast beef of Old England,” indeed! 

One would suppose that when it comes to eat- 
ing things by the ton the people would be mighty 
careful about the buying, but they are not. They 
romp into a butcher shop or a grocery-meat-shop, 
ask for two pounds of this or that, look at it 
critically to give the impression that they know 
whole books about it, and go héme convinced 
that they have in their bundle just what they 
ordered. The chances are nine to one that not 
two in a hundred of a butcher’s customers could 
distinguish any difference between grass fed and 
corn fed meat on the block. The supreme test 
is the chewing, and it’s too late, then, to do more 
than condemn the butcher. 


Retailer Boosts the Price 
for the Service We Demand. 


NOTHER thing is certain, as any careful 
A observer in this country knows: We 
are extravagant in our tastes, wasteful 

in our methods of buying, and impose unneces- 
sary burdens upon the retailer from whom we 
huy. There is no getting around that. If you 
have traveled abroad you know that no country 
on earth requires quite such high-class meat as 
does the United States. [n Europe it is far 
easier to dispose of the trimmings, the sausage, 
-the liver, the soup bones and the coarser and 
cheaper parts ‘of the carcass than of the sirloin 
and porterhouse steaks and the roasts. We-'in- 
sist upon having our meats delivered at our 
back d@ors at such hours and in such quantities, 
and with such frequency as may best suit our 
convenience and pleasure, without regard to the 
extra cost this may entail upon the retailer. 
We just have to have our porterhouse and sir- 
loin and chops. No “plates” for us. I know a

And see h'm now, if vou please: He is, usually, 
the most thrifty of merchants, he makes invest- 
ments in cold storage plants and other outside in- 
terests;: he has a motor car for delivery and ane 
or two for his family use—I know one who has 
a $1250 car which he gives his hired man at home 
to use in runping errands, a kind of wheelbarrow, 
as it were—and participates, in every imaginable 
way. in the profit- -sharing of the merchants of “e- 
cent years.

\With the present price of feed and of farm labor, 
President Waters says, a material reduction in 
the price of live animals would mean logs to 
stackmen and very serious injyr: to the live 
stock industry. With corn at 60 cents,a bushel 
and hogs at 8 cents there is, he says, a good 
profit. A fair profit might be made with hogs at 
614 cents, about where they were in June, 1911. 
You can’t get away from the fact that cholera 
has swept many a farmer’s.drove of hogs out of 
existence. He has to figure on that possibility. 

And the farmer has to take many a knock. City 
folk imagine him having money in kegs and 
packages, under the stairs, in the granary, when- 
ever meat goes up or flour costs a few cents more. 
Generally speaking the farmer is prosperous, but 
his ehief prosperity has been due to the en- 
hancement in the value of his land. But if he 
doesn’t want to sell this land the increase in its 
value is a detriment. Taking the country over, 
outside the enhancement of his land, the farmer 
has not made so much money as has the dry 
goods merchant, the banker, grocer, butcher or 
other business man of equa) intelligence who has 
plied his vacation with equal industry. The en- 
hancement of city property and of commercial 
investments is a fair offaet to the increase in the 
value of farm lands. It doean't seem that the 
city man's knock is quite justified, even in these 
timea of extraordinarily high prices. 


We Deal Meat Products 
Out in a Wasteful Way. 


HE apread between what the farmer is 
paid for the animal on foot and what 
the consumer pays for meat is larger in 

America, President Waters saya, than in Europe? 
That is to say with the live animal bringing a 
higher price in Europe than here, the meet 
products sell, on the average, for no more and 
sometimes for less than here. This difference 
is not due entirely to the extra profit taken by 
the American packer and the meat retailer. It 
is in part due to the difference in economic con- 
ditions of the two countries, and to a large dif- 
ference in the scale of living. 


Here I approach what may ve calle@ the “crux” 
of the situation. We are dealing out our meat 
products in a westeful way. After all that has 
been said about the economy of centralized pack- 
ing houses, the loss entailed in shipping cattle 
hundreds, and oftentimes more than a thousand 
miles, at a great expense for freight, shrinkage in 
live weight, etc., and shipping the carcarses hac 
by the most expensive form of freight, the re- 
frigerator car, to be consumed, in many ifistances, 
in the communities where the cattle originated, 
more than counterbalances whatever saving there 
may be in the better utilization of the waste 
products in the packing cente s. ;

Meeting of Old En: 
emies in Nation’s 
Grand Council 
Brings to Mind 
Heroic Deed 
Ella Roberts, Who 
Carried Cart- 
ridges in Her 
Apron Through 
the Line of Fire 
to Rescue Be- 


sieged Fullblood 


Factionand Paved 
the Way for Peace

GUTHRIE, Ok., Aug. 2.. 
MHEN Victor M. Locte and 
Gilbert W. Dukes figurative- 
ly smoked the pipe of peace 
during the recent Choctaw 
Council at Old Goodland 
Ok., neither gave a sigk 
of remembering that, bu 
for the heroism of a full 
blood Indian ‘woman, Dukes 
and his men weuld have 
exterminated Locke and hits 
followers nearly 20 yeart 
ago in one of the perocia' 
civil wars of the nation. 


Instead of recalling that each once had nm 
dearer hope than ihe destruction of the orner, the 
two old, battle-scurred foes not only shouk hands 
warmly, but sat side by side day after day, in the 
closest fraternity, jointly devising means for pre- 
venting the spoliation of the Choctaw estates, 
worth many millions of dollars, towards which 
white men are reaching rapacious hands. 

The Indian woman who carried an aprr. full of 
cartridges across a  bullet-swept fi ag line, 
enabling Locke, reduced to the last extremity, 
to repulse his enemy, was not present -at the 
reunion, save probably in the silent memories of 
the former rival chieftains, Such was the era 
of good feeling that Solomon Batiste, a gigantic 
Indian, who bore on his breast and back the scars 
of a bullet which Locke, during the battle, shot 
clear through his body, cordially shook hands 
with the man who brought him to .-he very tes 
of death. 

It will be seen that time, the great conciliator, 
its customary mollifying effect. 
Dukes, in the interval, after resuiaing his pro- 
fession as a Baptist preacher, becam: Governor 
of the Indian Territory, and Locke’s son, Victor 
M. Locke Jr. is today principal chief of the Choc- 
taw nation. But the story of the campaign which 
the two present friends and allies once waged 
against each other is worthy, so thrilling is it, of 
perpetuation, especially as it is probably little 
known outside the nation. 

The warfare arose out of an election held in 
1892 to choose a principal chief of the Choctaws. 
J. B. Jackson was the candidate of the National, 
or fullblood party, and Locke, although a white 
man, became military chief of the party. Jack- 
s0n’s opponent, on the Progressive ticket, was 
Wilson N. Jones, and Dukes, though a clergyman 
and also a white man, became captain of Jones’ 
armed adherents. 


Chief Green McCurtain and 
His 65 Men Escape Ambuscade. 


T contest arose to fever heat, and there 
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were quarrels and brawls, even between 

members of. the same family, throughout 
the Choctaw Nation. The situation may be 
imagined when, after months of campaigning, 
Jones was declared elected by a narrow margin. 
Jackson at once raised a cry of fraud. The en- 
fire tribe fermented with charges and counter- 
charges, threats and challenges. 

The election was held in August, and the Choc- 
taw Council, or Legislature, was to assemble in 
Jack- 
son's factionaries determined to anticipate the de- 
cision of the Council by resorting to arms. A 
month after the election a band of Nationals am- 
bushed and killed five or six opponents near 
Hartshorne, and the internecine war was under 
Way. ° 

Jones at once took the field with a company of 
armed men, and the two forces confronted each 
other at Hartshorne. The United States Indian 
Agent at Muskogee. intérfered to prevent further 
bloodshed, and persuaded the men charged with 
slaying the Jones partisans to surrender to the 
tribal authorities. 

But the nation was {fn such fierce excitement— 
in earlier days all would have donned the war- 
paint—that United States troops were sent to 
Tuskahoma to protect the deliberations of the 
Council] when it mét. Jones was duly installed 
as principal chief, amid cries of the Jackson men 
that their candidate had been “counted out.” 

As toon as Jones was inaugurated in the tribal

smouldering flames to burst into a conflagration. 
No one ever knew how many men were killed at 
lonely places in thc Choctaw hills. There were 
ambuscades and counter-ambuscades conducted 
for months, dy which it is probable hundreds of 
men were snared to death. For two days and 
nights Locke and his followers lay in wait for the 
late Green McCurtain and 65 men, with the ope 
of surprising and murdering them. But the wily 
old Choctaw got wind of the ambuscade and took 


another road to his destination. 


War Begins at Antlers When 
Duke Searches Locke's Home. 


HE Locke family lived then, as it does 
T now, in the outskirts of the little town of 
Antlers. |The senior Locke, a white man, 
had gone to the nation years before and married 
an Indian woman. His hou:e, and the neighbor- 
ing valley of the Kiamitia River became the 
rmendezvous of the Jackson men, who, overcome 
in the election, beholding their enemy enthroned 
in the chief's chair, and seeing their champions 
in danger of trial for murder for the Hartshorne 
assassination, determined on an attempt to re- 
trieve all by force of arms. 

The men who had surrendered for 
horne massacre were at liberty, awaiting indict- 
ment, according to the Indian usage. When court 
was convened at Wilburton, true bills charging 
murder were returned against 35 or 40 of Locke's 
men. They resolved not to place themselves in 
the hands of their foes and were concealed by 
their relatives and friends in the vicinity of 
Locke’s. home. 

One of them, whom Chef Jones considered the 
ring leader in the massacre, was captured by the 
tribal constables, but, before he could be spirited 
away, he was rescued by a band of his faction- 
aries, armed with rifles. 

This act struck new fire from the flint. Chief 
Jones, with 30 light-horsemen, pitched camp near 
Antlers, not far from Locke’s- house. The latter’s 
followers rallied to his assistance; he, too, recruit- 
e@ about 30 men; and the two camps, full of hatred, 
faced one another. But on learning that a United 
States Commissioner was with the enemy, Locke 
disbanded his men temporarily, in fear thut his 
résistance would be construed as rebelNon against 
the Federal Government. This was in March, 
1893. As soon as the commissioner had departed, 
Locke’s men quickly reassembled, with all the 
friends they could enlist. Jones, outnumbered 
and feeling himself in great danger, called upon 
the Rev. Mr. Dukes for reinforcements. The min- 
ister hastened to obey, with fcliowers that 
swelled the Jones “army” to about 100 warriors. 

Early on the morning of March 28, 1893, Mrs. 
Locke arose to find her home surrounded by 
armed men with Dukes as their leader. She in- 
sisted that she was alone save for her children 
and Clark Wasson, a white man, who was asleep 
upstairs. The invaders searched the house, how- 
ever, but found no combatant, Wasson being re- 
garded as neutral in the tribal troubles. Then 
they returned to their camp on the Kiamitia, 
three miles north of Antlers. 

Mrs. Locke at once dispatched a mounted mes- 
senger to inform her husband that Dukes, at the 
head of armed men, had searched the house, 
Locke returned at a gallop, with his son, James 8. 
Locke, then about 18 vears old, who has since 
died, Mack Hill, a negro, and six fullblood Choc- 
tawa, 
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At 3 p. m. they were sitting on the verauua.., 
when a band of armed men, three times their 
number, galloped into sight. At their head was 
the long-haired preacher, his clerical coattailr 
flapping in the breeze, but with a rifle at his 
shoulder and a brace of six-shooters in his hol- 
sters. Locke and his men rushed inside the cot- 
tage to their guns. A sofa was dragged as a 
barricade across the dobr leading from the hall 
to the porch, and James Locke and the negro, be- 
ing the best marksmen, were stationed behind 
this protection. 

The Rev. Mr. Dukes sprang from his horse and 
placed the animal between him and the house, 
aiming his rifle across the saddle. He was heard 
to shout, reverting to the language of the pulpit: 

“Smite the sons of Belial hip and thigh!” 

At that moment his exhortation was cut short 
by a bullet: from young Locke’s rifle, which killed 
the clergyman‘s horse. He leaped behind two 
saplings, but as they offered little protection 
against a sharpshooter, sprang in three or four 
agile bounds behind a small building. But as he 
ran, with his coat-skirts streaming out behind, a 
bullet cut them clean off close to his hips, thereby 
accelerating even his immense exertions in his 
flight. 

The elder Locke drew careful bead upon Ba- 
tiste, the huge Indian, who sat disdainfully, in 
plain view, upon his horse. The bullet passed en- 
tirely through his body, tumbling him to the 
earth like a dead man. His companions, under 
cover of a rain of bullets upon the cottage, drew 
his unconscious body out of range. The elder 
Locke’s hat was shot from his head, his son was 
wounded three times in the left arm, and the 
negro Hill was struck on the head—with the 
chief effect of increasing his fighting ardor. 


Bravery of Ella Roberts 
Saves the Beseiged From Death. 


7 assailants, now sheltering themselves 


behing trees, mounds and _ underbrush, 

poured a-hai] of steel into the cottage. 
In a moment the sofa barricade looked as if it 
had been ripped asunder by the tusks of wild 
boars from the Choctaw hills. The walls of the 
house were riddleq with bullets.which pierced it 
from end to end and from side to side. Hill was 
again wounded, in the shoulder. Two of the 
Indians in the cottage were severely injured by 
splinters. Dollie Locke, a young girl, who is now 
Mrs. C. E. Archer of Antlers, was sheltering her 
baby brother in her arms. A bullet struck her; 
forehead at a tangent and hurled her, insen- 
sfble, to the floor. 

The defenders, in these straits, found that their 
ammunition was almost exhausted. They were 
therefore at theif last resource. With their re- 
volvers they could not hope to compete with the 
steel-shelled missiles hyrled by the enemy's 
rifles. To surrender, however, would be to yield 
themselves to certain execution. So they resolved 
to continue the battle to the death. 

It happened that Wasson, the non-combatant 
boarder at the Locke home, had strayed outside 
and was cut off from the house by Dukes’ attack. 
From a ditch a quarter of a mile away Wasson 
watched the encounter. When the firing from the 
cottage slackened it occurred to him that his 
friends might be short of ammunition. He has-

The problem was how to get the ammunition 
to the besieged. No man could cross the fire- 
swept zone of bullets and live, he knew. Then 
Wasson had an inspiration. It was to enlist the 
assistance of Ella Roberts, a fullblood Choctaw 
woman who lived in Antlers, who was known for 
her fearlessness, who was a stanch National and 
who was particularly devoted to the Locke fam- 
ily. She, witkbout hesitation, ungertook to run the

shouted, as soon as his power of speech returned. - 
But the men had already ceased firing, for they,

From the enemy, suddenly 
recalled to their senses, a roar of rage went up.

Georgia “Girl Who Cooks 7O Dishes From Corn Product 


Putnam County, Georgia, has been award- 

ed the palm for being the best cook in 
the South. With no other training than that se- 
cured under the supervision of her mother on a 
Georgia farm, Miss Branam has learned to produce 
so many delectable dishes that an epicure sitting 
at the board for a full day would hardly be able 
to taste all of them 

Last fall at the county fair at Eatonton Miss 
Branam won a prize for the versatility of her em- 
ployment of the products of a single crop. More 
recently still the little lady visited the State Nor- 
mal Sehool at Athens, where she* showed her 
elders how to make an almost endless variety of 
dishes from corn and its products. When Miss 
Branam had completed her labors, 70 distinct 
dishes had appeared upon the table, and the girl 
had not exhausted her recipes. 

Miss Branam has been informally invited to 
cook a meal for the next President who shall 
honor Georgia with a visit. She is now engaged 
in reducing her varied knowledge to book form 
in anticipation of the duties that may devolve 
upon her. Miss Branam personally hopes that 
her victim may be President Taft, who is said 
keenly to appreciate the finer points of Southern 
cookery. 

Miss Branam went into the county cooking con- 
test last fall merely that her school might be 
represented, the other girls being afraid to un- 
dertake so large a project. Her success on that 
occasion gave her immediate fame in the State, 
whose people regard cooking as one of the fine 
arts. When the State Normal School assembléd 
for the summer time and Miss Branam gave her 
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demonstration before the domestic science de- 
partment, the exhibition attracted a large num- 
ber of people from Atlanta and other cities.

YAWNING IS AN AID 
TO BEAUTY. 


AKING taces for beauty’s Suke is the last word in 
physical culture. So, if.you wish to have a pretty 
face all vour life and keep away the lines graven 
in day by day by thoughts and emotions, begin 
now and make faces. 

It sounds rather funny, doesn’t it, “physical culture 
for the face?” Besides yawning and making grimaces there 
are several exercises—trotting, kicking and crawling, that 
do not seem to be any relation to facial improvement that 
help along the beauty culture and make it even funnier still. 

The new physical culture teaches how to relax the tense, 
drawn muscles’ of the face, and how to exercise them in a 
natural way so that they will not stiffen into a perpetual ex- 
pression, but will remain young and flexible. 

The yawning exercise is best if your face is tense, your lips 
compressed and jaws locked into an iron bound expression. When 
you wake in the morning feeling tired and sleepy, as do most dwell- 
ers in cities, instead of bounding out of bed, just lie there a little 
while, if for only five minutes, and yawn | 
Yawn and stretch until every muscle in your body has been 
made taut and relaxed in turn. AS you stretch twist your body and 
limbs, bringing all the muscles into play, then yawnand they will relax. 
Upon rising stand before the open window and continue the yawn- 
ing exercise, filling the lungs with fresh air. Then do the trotting 
‘xercise by running in the same spot, drawing each knee up as high- 
stepping horses do, just as you would on a treadmill.

“Will you marry me?” 


Lures, though they have rarely been vouchsafed 
to a man of his years. Reared on a ranch in 
the West, he was brought to St. Louis by his 
mother, Mrs. Etta Hendrix, and placed in the 
Pope school. But he had inherited the wander- 
lust from his father, then dead, who had been 
possessed by a nomadic disposition. At. the 
age of 14 years the boy ran away. Nothing was 
heard from him for five years, when he re- 
turned home, a tall, bronzed and _ broad-shoul- 
dered youth. He had accompanied Buffalo Bill’s 
cowboy circus to Paris, and had then joined the 
Boers in the South African War. He had also 
found time to visit Cuba and Mexico. 

Three months later, he again disappeared 
from home. When his mother next had news of 
him, he was under arrest in Honduras as a 
spy, under sentence of death. He had enlisted 
in the Nicaraguan army and had been sent by 
President Zelaya o® secret service to Honduras. 
Mrs. Hendrix appealed to President Roosevelt 
to send a gunboat to her son’s rescue. But be: 
fore action could be taken, he contrived, on the 
night before the date set/for his execution, to 
make his guards drunk, after bribing one of 
them, and to maké his way to the coast and to 
New Orleans. A few weeks later he was in his 
mother’s arms. 

Barely three months afterwards he was again 
on his travels, as a result of his wager, leaving 
St. Leuis June 4, 1908. He was to return by 
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Nov. 9. 1910, after fulfilling the following 
whimsical and difficult terms: 

He was to start with one cent, in a suit 
made of newspapers, and make a trip around 
the world. 

He was not to beg, borrow or steal. 

He could solicit no work, but could accept 
any employment offered to him. 

He was not to speak until spoken to, un- 
less to ask for directions, drinking water, 
autographs or medical aid; and then he 
could address public officials only. 

On his return to St. Louis he. was to bring 
with him a wife and $500, without having 
proposed to the girl or asked anyone for 
the money. 

Reilley has, of course, lost the wager, as he 
is still in Europe and unmarried. He insists 
that he was deceived by a letter from St. Louis, 
purporting to inform him that the time limit 
had been extended several months. When it 
was too late, he declares, he was told that this 
information was false, 

But at first luck shone upon him. He had not 
traveled a Wiock from his starting place when a 
St. Louis tailer begged him to accept a suit of 
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clothes, on condition that he would bring it 
back with: him tobe used for advertising pur- 
poses. The tailor also gave him $50 to keep 
the garments in repair. Reilley promptly 
stripped off his suit of newspapers, bought a 
lead pencil with his cent, tore the papers into 
strips and inscribed them with his autograph. 
These strips he sold on the street for $92.50. 

He boarded a train for Detroit, where an auto- 
mobile firm placed a machine at his disposa] in 
which he traveled to San Yrancisco. At Den- 
ver, although he had never been up in a balloon, 
he volunteered in answer to an advertisement 
tc make an ascension and parachute drop. By 
this feat he won $182. 

Having $200 on his arrival at the Coast, he 
booked a passage to Hongkong, whence, after 
being kindly.treated by the British residents 
there, he struck into the interior of China. Once 
he awoke to find his native guide bending over 
him with a knife, his purpose being murder and 
robbery. KReilley took the knife from him and 
killed him. In the first citles he visited, he 
sold postcards of himself and gave shooting ex- 
hibitions. His almond-eyed spectators voluntar- 
ily gave him money. 


But in the region of the Nan-chan mountains, 
his. cowboy garb caused the natives to believe 
him a false god, hostile to Confucius. On three 
occasions they stoned him, inflicting bruises 
which he bears today. More dead than alive, 
he presented himself at an American mission, 
and offered money fcr care unti] his wounds 
were healed. The good brethren heard the story 
cf his wager and raised their hands in horror to 
Heaven. 

“Your's {s a gambling venture,” they rebuked 
him, “We may not encourage gambling in any 
form. It is unchristian.” And they closed the 
aoor upon him, he asserts. 

Eventually, Reilley made his way back to 
Hongkong and then to japan, the people of 
which, he says, he found “uncordial.” <A job 
as cook was offered him on a little trading ves- 
sel plying between Nagasaki and Singapore, and 
he accepted. On landing in India, he purchased 
a mule and undertook a trip into the intertor. 
After several days of privation he was reduced 
to killing his mount and dining upon it. 

He relates that natives invited him to ac- 
company them, mounted on elephants, upon a 
tiger hunt, as they had been struck by his ex- 
hibitions of marksmanship. He shot a tiger cub 
and sprang down to examine the victim. At 
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Queer Sea Superstitions Which the. /teamship Is Dispelling 


HY does a seafaring man—captain, cook 
or cabin boy—consider it unlucky to 
ship with a man who neglected to pay 
his laundry bill? 

Why does a sailor nearing port after 
a lengthy voyage gather up old clothes and shoes 
unfit for further use and ceremoniously commit 
them to the deep? 

Why does he like to sail on a ship which dis- 
plays a shark’s tooth firmly nailed to the bow- 
sprit or jibboom? 

Why does he |like cats? 

Why does he place great faith in the merits of 
a pig as a weather prophet? 

The simplest answer to these questions is—be- 
cause the average sailor is superstitious. He may 
not be quite as superstitious perhaps as the old- 
timer who went long voyages in sailing vessels, 
but even the advent of the four-day transatlantic 
liner—skyscraping steamship and floating hotels 
which travel from port to port on schedule time 
in defiance of storms; doldrums and other un- 
favorable weather conditions—has not cuite de- 
prived the sailor of his reputation for supersti- 
tiousness. Some day he may become as matter of 
fact as a subway guard, but at present there still 
lingers around him enough of the romance and 
mystery of the sea to make an interesting study 
of him and: his old 
beliefs. 

During very rough 
weather at sea it 
would be hard to con- 
vince any old-time 
sailor that. there 
wasn’t a jonah 
aboard. Many Cap 
tains of the old 
school, who ought to 
know better, are so 
superstitious in this 
respect that i¢ is not 
uncommon for them 
to take intense dis- 
like to officers who 
have happened appar-

ently to be the harbing- 
ers of bad weather and 
especially fog, It is quite 
usual on board ship to 
find members of the crew 
nicknamed “Foggy 
Jones,” “Heavy Weather 
Bill” or “Squally Jack.” 
Cats on board ship are 
considered lucky and 
many a stray one finds 
a comfortable home and 
careful attention with

though, on the other hand, our domestic friend 
has at times been held responsible for the contin- 
uance of very bad weather and had to play the 
part of Jonah to the fulF extent. 

Perhaps the most amusing superstition of the 
sailor is in considering it # crime for any mem- 
ber of the crew to leave port with his washing bill 
unpaid, as this neglect is generally believed to be 
the cause of bad weather being encountered just 
after leaving port. : 


The ways of invoking the gods of the elements 
to bestow fair weather and winds are numerous. 
Among the best known is that when nearing port 
after a lengthy voyage, old clothés | 
and shoes unfit for further wear 
are collected and thrown overboard 
with much ceremony and faith as 
to the ultimate beneficial results 
which will carry the ship swiftly 
and safely into harbor. 


One of the most curious super- 
stitions is that dealing with the 
capture of a shark, The natuf&l 
dread and antipathy with’ which 
these monsters of the deep are 
viewed causes a capture to be 
hailed with much rejoicing. All 
hands, from the captain to the 
cabin boy, take a keen interest in 
the operations, and having suc- 
cessfully landed the shark on

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deck — a proceeding 
which causes no. little 
excitement—it is killed 
and its tail cut off. 
This trophy is then 
nailed on the: end of 
the bowsprit or jib- 
boom, and is_ consid- 


ered a valuable charm, 


capable of having the 
power to bring the ship 
fair winds and finest 
of weather. It is not 
uncommon to see sail- 
ing ships lying in port with this peculiar sign 
of the sailor’s superstition, but the custom is 
fast dying out with the advent of the steamship, 
where the capture of a shark at sea is a very 
rare occurence. 


Another remarkable and weird belief is that 
connected with the albatross. These huge birds, 
measuring 14 to 18 feet from tip to tip of their 
wings, are to be seen only in the stormy regions 
of the Capes of Good Hope and Horn and the 
surrounding latitudes. They follow ships for 
weeks at a time. The peculiar belief of old sail- 
ors credit these birds with possessing the souls 
of ancient mariners who for their 
misdeeds have been doomed to scour 
these stormy regions for eternity. 

During calms these birds are 
easily captured by a contrivance of 
the sailor’s own invention, which, 
being baited, attaches itself to the 
hooked bill on the albatross at- 
tempting to procure the bait, and 
the bird is then hatiled on board. 
Few captains of ships will allow 
these birds to be killed by the crew 
on account of the belief that the 
killing would be certain to bring 
disastrous results. 

The killing of a pig at sea is al- 
ways an occasion of much import- 
ance, not only for the reason that 
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fresh meat is to be enjoyed—a great lux- 
ury on a sailing ship after perhaps months of 
salt provisions—but also begguse what is termed 
a “pig-breeze” or favorable wind may be looked 
upon as a certainty. Pigs when kept on sailing 
ships are often let out of their pens, and their 
movements, which are believed to foretell the 
state of wind to be expected, are watched with 
keen interest. Should a pig show signs of lazi- 
ness and merely lie down or wander slowly about 
the decks, this is considered a sign of «alm 
weather, with little or no wind in prospect, but 
any friskiness and a great amount of squealing is 
hailed as a sure sign of winds, a very necessary 
factor for the navigation of a sailing ship. 


Sailing on a Friday is, as many know, consid- 
ered unlucky. Sunday is generally considered a 
lucky day, although the superstition as regards 
the day of sailing is almost forgotten and seldom 
commented on in these days of rapid traveling. 


The superstition in regard to what is known 
by sailors as St. Elmo’s Lights is vague, and be- 
yond the fact that there is something uncanny 
about it few men of the forecastle understand 
the cause of the soft glowing lights which some- 
times appear on the tips of the yards and masts 
of a ship in very stormy weather. The phenom- 
enon is due to the elec 
trification of the air, the 
tips of the yards and 
masts forming a contact 
with a thunder cloud 
and earth. It was the be- 
lief among the Romans 
that when only one light 
could be geen the worst 
of the storm was. stil! 
to come, and this single 
light was known by the 
name of Helena. How- 
ever, when two or more 
lights appeared it was 
considered a sign that

This injury caused sevéral weeks’ delay at 
Delagoa Bay, but won ‘him the acquaintance of 
a wealthy Englishman who was about to sail 
for Gibraltar.

In Gibraltar 
he gave lectures whith netted $75. 

Next, he was in Alexandria, Egypt, where 
malarial fever laid him by the heels for several 
weeks. Then he went to Maita and finally back 
te Gibraltar. He crossed te Italy and visited 
Genoa, Naples and Paiermo. In Naples be was 
waylaid by desperadoes and robbed. A few weeks 
later found him in Hamburg, the scene of one 
of the most trying incidents of his tour. 

Beholding his sombrero apd chaps, adéute

clusion than that he was a French military 
spy, bent on betraying the secrets of German 
fortresses. He was thrust in jail and held for 
five days, during which he was regaled with 
narratives of the punishments which had be 
fallen other spies.

As soon as his story was known 
an active competition for his services began 
among music hall managers. Lecturing on his 
travels, he visited London, Liverpuol, Glasgow, 
Pelfast, Norwich and many other cities. News- 
paper accounts of his obligation to provide him- 
self with a wife without “popping the question” 
aroused pity.in the hearts of many damsels, old 
and young, who proposed to him either in per- 
son or by mall. 

At Cowes, during regatta week, he was again 
arrested.

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Cancer Traced to Hasty Eating of Hot Food 


sits down to dine, the men of 

the household and the male 
guests, if there be any, are served 
first.

In China cancer of 
the oesophagus, or throat, is com- 
mon among men.

All of this, and more, was report- 
ted by Dr. E. D. Bashford at the 
recent annua} meeting of the Imper- 
ial Cancer Research Fund held in 
London. Dr. Bashford is the gen- 
eral superintendent of the fund.

The moral to be taken from the 
above is very plain and well worth 
heeding. Hot foods of any deacrip- 
tion burn out the armor of the 
throat in time and cause cancer. 
Pipe smokers who continue to smoke 
after the stem of the pipe has be 
come heated run a similar risk of 
contracting cancer of the lips. The 
same is true of smokers who smoke 
a cigar down to the very butt.

MENTION OF TWO MOLES. 


The theater in which the emotional drama of Witt vs. 
Parfitts was to played, lacked the usual echaracter- 
istics of a modern place of entertainment. It was far 
too high for its width and breadth; it was badly 
luminated; it Was draughty in winter and stuffy in sum- 
mer, being completely deprived of ventilation. Had it 
been under the control of the County Council it would 
have been instantly condemied ag dangerous in case of 
fire, for its gangwavs were always encumbered and its 
exists of a medieval complexity. It had no stage, no 
footlights, and all its seats were of naked wood except 
one. 

This unique seat was occupied by the prineipal player, 
who wore a humorous wig and a briiliant and expensive 
searlet costume He was a fairly able judge, but 
had mistaken his vocation: his rare talent for making 
thirdrate jokes would have brought him a fortune in the 
world of musical comedy. His salary was a hundred 
week; better comedians have earned less. On the pres- 
ent occasion he was in the midst of a double row of 
fashionable hats, and beneath the hats were the faces 
of fourteen feminine relatives and acquaintances. These 
hats performed the function of ‘dressing’ the house 
The princ'pal player endeavored to behave as though 
under the illusicn that he was alone in his glory, but 
he failed. 

There were four other leading actors: 
Kk. C., and Mr. Vodrey, K. C., engaged by the plaintiff 
and Mr. Cass. K. C., and Mr. Crepitude, K. C., engaged 
by the defendant. These artists were the stars of their 
profession, nominally less glittering, but reaHy far more 
glittering than the player in scarlet. Their_wigs were 
of inferior quality to his, and their costumes shabby, but 
they did not mind, for whereas he got a hundred a week. 
they each got a hundred a day. Three junior performers 
received ten guineas a day apiece: one of them held a 
watching brief for the Dean and Chapter of the Abbey, 
who, being members of a Christian fraternity, were 
pained and horrified by the defendants’ implication that 
they had given interment to a valet, and who were de- 
termined to resist exhumation at all hazards. The sup- 
ers in the,drama, whose busiress it was to whisper te 
each other and to the players, consisted of solicitors, 
solicitors’ clerks and experts; their combined emolu- 
ments worked out at the rate of a hundred and fifty 
pounds a day. Twelve excellent men in the jury box re- 
ceived between them about as much as would have kept 
a K. C. alive for five minutes. The total expenses >of 
production thus amounted to something like six or seven 
hundred pounds a day. The preliminary expenses ha) 
run into several thousands. The enterprise could have 
been made remunerative by hiring for it Convent Garden 
Theater and selling stalls as for Tetrazzini and Caruso, 
but in the absurd auditorium chosen, crammed though t 
was td the perilous doors, the loss Was necessarily ter- 
rifie. Forturately the affair was subsidized: not m>rely 
by the State, but alsé by those two wealthy capitalists, 
Whitney C. Witt and Mr. ©xford; and therefore the 
management were in a position to ignofra paltry finan- 
cia] consideraticns and te practice art for art’s sake. 

In opening the case Mr. Pennington. K. C.. gave in- 
stant proof of his astounding histrionic powers. He 
hegan calmly, colloquially, treating the jury as friends, 
of his boyhood, and the judg@we as a_e gifted uncle,

and stated in simple language that Whitney C. Witt was
